By direction of President Wilson, 
Secretary Lansing dispatched an iden- 
tic instruction to every American dip- |} 
lomatic representative in the foreign 
capitals. The action aligns the United | 
States with that of Great Britain and 
France in declaring the Bolsheviki out- 
laws and pudlic enemies responsible for, 
the murders. crime and excesses which | 
have shocked the world. 

Whatever action may be _ decided 
upon by the nations, separately or 6%,

Text of United States Instructions, 
This is the text of the state depart- 
ment’s instructions to the American 


diplomats: 

“This government is in receipt of 
information from rellable sources 
revealing that the peaceable Rus- 
sian citizens of Moscow and Pe- 
trograd and other cities are suffer- 
ing from an openly avowed cam- 
paign of marked terrorism and are 
subject to wholesale executions. 
Thousands of persons have been 
shot down without even a form of 
trial: ill-administered prisons are 
filled beyond capacity and every 
night scores of Russian citizens are 
recklessly put to death, and irre- 
sponsible hands are venting their 
brutal passions in the daily mas- 
sactfe of untold innocents. 

“In view of the earnest desire of 
the people of the United States to 
hefriend the Russian people and 
lend them all possible assistance 
in their struggle to reconstruct 
their nation upon principles of de- 
mocracy and self-government and 
acting, therefore, solely in the rn- 
terest of the Russian people them- 
selves, this government feels that 
it cannot be silent or refrain from 
expressing its horror at this state 
of terrorism. Furthermore, it is 
believed that in order to check the 
further increase of the indiscrim- 
inate slaughter of Russian citizens, 
all civilized nations should regts- 


will inquire, therefore. 
whether the government to which 
vou are accredited will be disposei 
to take .some immediate action 
which is entirely devoid from the 
atmosphere of belligerency and the 
conduct of the war, to impress upon 
the perpetrators of these crimes the 
aversion with which civilization re- 
gards their present wanton acts.”

Owing to the serious situation which 
has developed in relation to govern- 
ment price-fixing for cotton, which is 
being agitated in the north and east 
just now, the entire membership of the 
Cotton States Official Advisory Mar- 
keting board has been called to meet 
in the assembly room of the Ebbitt 
hotel in Washington by- President J. 
J. Brown, Georgia’s commissioner of 
agriculture, on Monday, September 23, 
to decide as to what action shall be 
taken in combating the movement.

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TEN NEGROES ARE SHOT 
IN BATTLE AT STATION 


Police Use Pistols and Riot 
Guns — Several of Those

civilians, headed by a score of negro 


soldiers from Camp Alexander, tonight 


attacked the second precinct police sta- 
tidn, in an effort to rescue two soldiers 
arrested by the police on the charge 
of robbing the cash register of a pho- 
tographer’s studio. More half of 
the windows of the station were smash- 
ed by flying bullets, bricks and bot- 
tles before the officers retaliated by 
opening fire with pistols and riot guns. 

Ten negro soldiers. and civilians were 
shot down tm the exchange of bwilets 
before the arrival of reserves from the 
central station and naval guards gave 
the police sufficient man power to quell 
the rioters and arrest the ringleaders. 

Police Sergeant White was the only 
officer injured. He was struck in the 
temple by a bottle. The crowd hurled 
paving stones at the ambulance car- 
rying the officer to the hospital, par- 
tially wrecking the vehicle. 

Several of the wounded at 
pital were said tonight to be in a pre- 
carious condition. 

The trouble was precipitated when 
the officers clubbed the’ two negro 
soldiers arrested on the charge of rob- 
besy. They were resisting arrest, urged 
to the act by companions. The crowd 
quickly swelled to a mob and followed 
the officers to the station, which is 
located in the negro district.

STEWART PHINIZY, 


PROMINENT AUGUSTA | 


BUSINESS MAN, DIES 


Augusta, Ga., September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Stewart Phinizy, one of the most 
prominent citizens of Augusta and this 
section of Geofgia, died at 6 o’clock 
this morning at his summer home, at 
Grovetown. Death resulted from a 
blood complication. Mr. Phinizy was 
one of the well-known Phinizy family 
of Athens and Augusta. The late Leon- 
ard Phinizy was one of the brothers. 
The surviving brothers are Jacob 
Phinizy, Marion Phinizy and Billups 
Phinizy. Charlies Phinizy and Barrett

At the time of his death, Mr. Phinizy 
was one of the extensive cotton firm 
of Phinizy & Co.,; and was president 
of the Augusta factory, the oldest of 
the major cotton manufacturers of Au- 
gusta.

ALLIES GAIN 
IN MACEDONIA. 

The allied stroke in central Mace- 
donia, which opened with the expul- 
sion of the Bulgarians from the im- 
portant Sokol position, is developing 
successfully on a wide front. Further 
progress by the Serbs toward the Var- 
dar river and the Uskub-Saloniki rai}- 
road, paralleling it probably will bring 
about a readjustment of the Austro- 
German and Bulgarian positions 
throughout this whole theater. 

With the Serbs within nine miles of 
the railroad and the river, the only 
artery of commvunication for the ene- 
my troops around Lake Doiran, it 
seems within the range of possibility 
that the railroad can be cut. From 
Krnyovo Demirkapu, on the railroad, 
the terrain is favorable, and by press- 
ing toward the Vardar the Serbs can 
outflank Prilep and Lake  Doiran. 
Southeast of Prilep the Serbs are in 
the foothills of the Drenska Pilanina, 
a height position protecting the town 
on the soutB. 

Additional Bulgarian prisoners have 
been taken by the Serbs, who also 
have liberated ten more towns. The 
British and Greeks continue their pres- 
sure in the Doiran region, but evident- 
ly their activity is mainly for the pur- 
pose of keeping the enemy occupied so 
that he cannot send aid to the front 
further west. 


FIRES BLAZE 
IN ST. QUENTIN: 


Paris, September 21.—The Germans 
appear to be hastening the removal of 
the civil population of St. Quentin, and 
fires have been observed in different 

arts of the city, says Marcel Hutin in 

he Echo de Patis. The Germans, he 
adds, are placing numerous batteries 
in St. Quentin. 


BRITISH GAINING 
IN OUTPOST SYSTEM 
OF HINDENBURG LINE 


With the British Forces in France 
September 21.—(By the Associate 
Press.)—The British fourth army suc- 
in gaining further ground to- 
indenburg outpost system 
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northwest of St. Quentin. This gain 
was made in the face of stubborn re- 
sistance, the Germans fighting hard at 
every point throughout the day. 

Field Marshal Haig’s thrust was made 
toward the strip of high ground in 
front of the Hindenburg defenses which 
cover the Scheldt canal. 

The area under attack is immediate- 
ly north of that part of the line held 
by the Australians who have already 
gained the Hindenburg outpost system 
and are closer to the canal then the 
infantry on either side of them. 

Heavy counter attacks have been 
delivered by the Germans between 
Vendhuile and Bellcourt against the 
English battalions attacking west of 
Epehy, Lempire and MHargicourt on 
the left of the Australians. 

The British forces have yielded part 
of their gains at some places, but a 
net advance of a quarter of a mile in 
depth has been made and numerous 
machine gun redoubts have  0»been 
stormed. 

More than 400 prisoners were taken 
on one part of the front. 


PRISONERS TAKEN 


BY THE BRITISH. 


Londo September 21.—The British 
have again advanced their lines east af 
Epehy and near Hargicourt, midway 
between St. Quentin and Cambrai, ac- 
cording to Field Marshal Haig’s com- 
munication issued to night. A number 
of additional prisoners were taken. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“In a minor operation undertaken 
by us this morning east of Epehy ‘Eng- 
lish troops successfully advanced their 
line after heavy fighting. Strong op- 
position was encountered at all points, 
and later in the day the enemy launch- 
ed a number of counter attacks of 
considerable strength. In spite of this 
resistance our troops made substantial 
progress on the whole of the front of 
their attack.

Washington, September 21.—Striking 
proof that the German power is fast 
crumbling came today in the announce- 


was “continuously good,” and _ that 
1,750,000 American troops have now 
been embarked for overseas service. 
Just six months ago today, the 
enemy flung his full military power 


the great drive that was to end the 
war in a smashing victory. Today he 
is fighting desperately to hold the 
the defen- 
sive system from which he atruck that 
blow and back into which he has been 
hurled. The side by side, British, 
French and American armies have 
broken definitely the German offensive 
power, in official opinion here. 

Already the American forces 
France are more than half as strong 
as the whole German army, and the tide 
of American fighting men toward 
France is continuing at an even pace. 

March Summarizes Situation. 

The situation on the various battle 
fronts was tersely summarized by Gen- 
eral March today as follows: 

“News during the week from all 
fronts has been continually and contin- 
uously good. On the western front our 
new line in Lorraine was quickly 
stabilized. The enemy has been hur- 
riedly strengthening his line of de- 
fense, the so-called Kriemhilde line, 
which lies only a mile or two in front 
of our new line on a front of about 
twenty miles from near Maizeray to 
the Moselle river at Vandires. We are 
now ten miles away from Conflans and 
twelve miles away from Mets. 

“In Picardy the British and French 
renewed their advance on the Cambrali- 
St. Quentin front, toward the old Hin- 
denburg line. In apite of the concen- 
tration of the enemy forces defending 
this sector, the British have made 
steady progress, and the enemy is re- 
ported to have lost very heavily. It is 
now officially confirmed that ten thou- 
sand prisoners have been captured, 

“On the plateau northwest of Sots- 
sons the French have continued to 
force back the enemy’s best troops un- 
til they are now within half a mile 
from the junction of the Mauberge road 
and the Chemin-des-Dameés, and within 
ten miles of Laon, which is being 
shelled.

The order said the Fifteenth had 
never received such perfect assistance 
in “taking over” operations, although it 
was realized that the American di- 
vision at that time must have been un-

West Battle Wall Rebuilt. 
The western battle wall has been 


rebuilt by the allied and American 
forcea according to observers here. 
When the first American army swiftly 
trampled out the St. Mihiel salient, the 
last possibility of a German strategic 
stroke passed. The enemy faces now 
a straight line from the north to the 
Swiss border. There are no salients 
to give opportunity for flank opera- 
tions.

“we shall apparently have sufficient | 
sugar to maintain the present con- | 
sumption and take care of the extra’ 
drain of the allies from our markets 
instead of compelling them te send 
their ships to the Far East. We can 
secure in sailing vessels the coffee we 
need, if no one makes an overbrew. Of 
our Own products we must secure a 
reduction in consumption and waste in 
the two great groups of, first, bread- 
stuffs, and second, meats and fats; 
that is, in all bread and cereals, beef, 
pork, poultry, dairy and vegetable oi! 
products. The average consumption of 
our people of breadstuffs amount to 
six pounds per week and of meats and, 
fats to four pounds a week for each 
person. A reduction in consumption of 
less than one-half pound per week per 
person in each of these two great 
groups of foods accomplish our pur- 


pose. We wish to emphasize, however, 
that we do not want curtailment in the 
use of milk for children. 

“Some of our homes by reason of lim- 
ited income cannot now provide more 
food than they should have to maintain 
health of the family. They cannot 
rightfully be asked to make the sug- 
gested reduction in consumption. But 
the great majority of our homes can 
do more than suggested. 

“Wile need even greater simplicity of 
living than last year amongst all that 
section of the community to whom 
foodstuffs are a secondary item in ex- 
penditure. 


Public Eating Places. 


“We estimate that nearly 9,000, 000 | 


people eat at our public eating places 
—hotels, restaurants, boarding houses, 
clubs, dining cars and so forth.

Fulton superior court, called counsel 
for both sides to meet him at the state 
capitol Saturday at noon to discuss his 
Status in the case.

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CLOTHING WANTED 
FOR THE DESTITUTE 
OF ALLIED NATIONS 


From Monday, September 23, to Mon- 
day, September 30, is the time set 
aside by the Commission for Belgian 
Relief, for the collection of 5,000 tons 
of clothing for the people who occupy 
that part of France and Belgium now 
held by the Germans. This camapign 
will be conducted by the American Red 
Cross chapters throughout the United 
States. Ten million people in this oc- 
cupied distirct are in great need of 
clothing for the coming winter, and 
they have no one to look to but the 
United States. 

Every kind of garment, no matter 
what its size, whether for man, woman 
or child, will be greatly appreciated. 
The only condition imposed is that the 
Sarments be of material which is 
strong and suitable for keeping out the 
cold. Flimsy materials, fancy dresses, 
straw hats, derbies and high-heeled 
slippers, will not be accepted, as they 
are absolutely useless for the purpose 
for which they are intended. Thou- 
sands of pairs of durable shoes are 
needed as there are no more shoes of 
any kind to be had in Belgium and the 
Germans have requisitioned all the 
leather. Pieces of old rugs fastened to 
wooden shoes are being worn by the 
people, and clothing has been made out 
of old blankets, table linen and bed- 
linen. The death rate has doubled in 
Belgium since the German occupation, 
and most of. the prevalent disease is 
due to exposure and improper food. 

In additian to garments and shoes, 
piece goods of various kinds—light, 
warm cotton flannel and other kinds of 
cloth from which garments for new- 
born babies are made, ticking, sheeting 
and blankets, and woolen goods of all 
kinds are asked for. The donations 
need not be in perfect condition, for 
there are thousands of destitute women 
in the occupied _regions who are anxious 
to earn a livelihood by repairing these 
garments and making them fit for use.

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BUILDING PERMITS 


MUST BE APPROVED 


War Industries Board Plans 
Rigid Curtailment of Con- 
struction Work for Period 
of War. 


All applications for permits for the 
construction of new buildings must be 
approved to the war industries board 
by Edward H. Inman, regional advisor 
of Region No. 12, of the resources and 
conversion section of the war industries 
board, and Thomas K. Glenn, the re- 
gional chairman, before the govern- 
ment will give them the slightest con- 
sideration, according to the announce- 
ment Saturday of Robert R. Otis, busi- 
ness manager of the region. All new 
buildings must stop unless the permit 
is secured. Not even a garage or a 
coal house can be constructed without 
the approval of the organization, ac- 
eording to Mr. Inman. 

The announcement was made follow- 
ing the ‘return to the city of Mr. Glenn 
and Mr. Inman, who have been in Wash- 
ington for the last several days, where 
they have been in conference with gov- 
ernment officials in regard to the mob- 
ilization of the industries of the south- 
east for war work. 

According to the new rulings, no re- 
strictions have been placed on repairs 
or extensions of old buildings, where 
the aggregate cost of material does not 
exceed $2,500. When the permit is se- 
cured it does not give any person the 
direct right to purchase material, but 
he must wait his turn until it is seen 
that the government is given the right- 
Oof-way in the transaction, in regard 
to materials. As the majority of man- 
ufacturers have pledged themselves not 
to furnish material for non-essential 
building, after the permit is obtained, 
it will be found that tnere will be much 
difficulty in securing material. How- 
ever, Mr. Otis stated this does not ap- 
ply to contractors, who seek to reno- 
vate and make repairs, and it is not 
the object of the government rulings 

the manufacturers not to sell to 
them. . 

Mr. Inman stated that after consid- 
erin each specific application, he 
would more than likely place his ap- 
proval on medium-priced dwellings, but 
on all construction of non-essential 
mercantile houses and all buildings 
where steel is needed would meet with 
disapproval. In fact, Mr. Inman 
declared there will be no wholesale 
granting of permits, as the government 
wants to conserve as much labor and 
transportation as is possible for war 
purposes. 

It will be the duty of all subregional 
chairmen in the district to report any 
unnecessary building to the headquar-.- 
ters immediately, according to Mr. Otis, 
so that they can be stopped by the 
government. 

Mr. Inman will return to Washing- 
ton Monday, where he will attend an- 
other conference at which the matter 
will be further discussed.

I believe the law provides that electors 
who get to their own polls after the 
closing hour, say 3 o’clock, may vote, if 
qualified, at the county courthouse box, 
which remains open until 6 o’clock. -Of 
course, eustom-does not make or repeal 
laws. Anyway, I am informed, whether 
correctly or not I do not know, that the 
Wilkinson committee declared the elec- 
tion regular, the consolidated vote cor- 
rect and declined to take any action 
further than that the certified returns 
must stand as good.

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OFF TO WASHINGTON 
TO SEE ABOUT COTTON. 

The Cotton States Marketing board, 
of which J. J. Brown, of Atlanta, is 
president, has called a meeting of its 
executive committee for Monday even- 
ing fiext at the Ebbett house, Wash- 
ington. 

President Brown, Market Director 
Jackson and J. H. Mills, president of 
the Georgia State Farmers’ union, left 
at noon yesterday for the national 
capital to be present at that meeting. 

President Brown has called the com- 
mittee together to organize a Vigorous 
campaign in opposition to proposed 
governmental price-fixing on raw cot- 
ton; and if a price must be fixed, then 
on a basis that will not entail finan- 
@al loss to the producers. 

The marketing bureau mantains 
a representative tn Washington, Mr. 
Calvin, of Texas, who is an expert on 
cotton statistics, and he is prepared 
to demonstrate that the 1918-19 crop 
of cotton has cost approximately 30 
cents a pound to produce. 

. s is a 

Cotton producers generally are op- 
posed to price-fixing on either a mini- 
mum or a maximum basis; as a mat- 
ter of fact, it is reasonable to as- 
sume a minimum basis means a maxi- 
mum basis. 

When cotton was selling as low as 
five or six cents, and the producers 
were up against a condition that look- 
ed like bankruptcy, some suggestion 
was made that the government step 
in and fix a price that would at least 
protect the farmers from financial 
ruin. It was declared, by represen- 
tatives of the north and west at that 
time, to be “none of the government’s 
business,” even to the extent of financ- 
ing the storage of the staple, and the 
distribution of its marketing so as to 
obtain the best possible results. 

Be it said to the credit of the south, 
the leaders among the cotton produc- 
ers even then declared that they did 
not seek government price-fixing, nor 
any alteration or abridgement of the 
natural law of supply and demand. 

Now that the crop is painfully short, 
‘and that the comparatively small 
quantity of the staple visible has been 
| grown under conditions which have 
| made it expensive to an abnormal! .de- 
| gree, doubly so when the shortage is 
|considered, cotton farmers generally 
| have hoped that the same natural law 
'that controlled the quotations and

keting and the quotations on the 1918 
crop.

Reliable information to The Consti- 
tution from Washington is to the ef- 
fect that— 

Because of a present million and a 
half labor shortage, both skilled and 
unskilled, in war industries, with an 
increased army coming, Nathan A. 
Smyth, assistant director general of 
the United State semployment service, 
mailing the most drastic instruc- 
tions ever issued in this country to 
all community labor boards, instruct- 
ing them to prepare and publish in 
every city in the country lists of non- 
essential positions now held by men 
that could. be filled by women. The 
result will be that men failing or re- 
fusing to get out of such positions of 
their own accord and take up essentiak 
work will be looked upon as slackers. 

The order is intended to force the 
hand of both non-essential labor and 
employers thereof. The lists probably 
will include clerks and office help, 
ticket sellers of all kinds, attendants 
and similar occupations. This is in 
line with General Crowder’s work or 
fight order, with instructions already 
issued for the placing of women in in- 
dustry, with the order of the war ine- 
dustries board stopping unnecessary 
construction with action limiting bank 
loans and the taking of raw materials 
from non-essential industries.

With the approach ef winter weath- 


er attention of the civilian population 
of Atlanta and cities in the neighbor- 
heod of Camp Gordon, as well as of 
soldiers at the camp, is turning to 
the road aituation in the vicinity of 
the big military reservation, and many 
are beginning to wonder if the scenes 
of endless and impassable tracts of 
mud and slush are again to be dupli- 
cated this winter. 

As a result a representative of The 
Constitution has been busily engaged 
throughout the past week in gather- 
ing a complete set of data-on the 


Gorden road situation, and it can be, 


safely stated that, in so far as Atlanta 
is concerned, this situation is in bet- 
ter shape fhan it has ever been in the 
history of the camp. Fic. 

In respect to Atlanta the road situa- 
tion is at its best, because of the fact 
that both the Peachtree and Candler 
roads, the two military highways 
which lead from Gordon to Atlanta, 
will ceftainly be paved fully in time 
to actommodate the winter traffic to 
the camp. The former will be com- 
pleted early this week and the latter 
some weeks later. 

Officials at the camp seem to be 
hopeful that the Norcross road, @ high- 
ly important miltiary highway because 
it connects Gordon and the rifle range, 
will be paved some time during the 
winter. No agreement has yet been 
reached by the factions interested in 
the paving of the road, however, and 
if the weather conditions of the past 
winter prevail again this season there 
is apparently little hope that anything 
can be accomplished on this highway 
before the latter part of this year 
even if conditions in connection with 
its construction are favorable. 

Decatur Road Hopeless. 

The Decatur road project, a pro- 
posed paved. roadway between that 
city and Camp Gordon which will ef- 
fectually connect Decatur with At- 
lanta, seems to be utterly hopeless 
during the present winter, and offi- 
cials apparently consider this matter 
of building closed until the return of 
warm weather in 1919. 

Easily the most important roadway 
leading to Camp Gordon is the Peach- 
tree road, a continuation of Peachtree 
street, which runs through Buckhead 
to the camp and on to Chamblee. This 
‘road is already paved from Atlanta 
to the DeKalb county line, then comes 
an unpaved stretch on which work is 
now being done reaching to Nance’s 
Crossing, and from there to Chamblee 
through the camp the Peachtree road 
is fully paved

Scientific American Discusses 
Electric Outfit Handled by 
 W. J. Dabney Co. 


The W. J. Dabney Implement com- 


pany, of Atlanta, are now the agents | 


for the well-known Alamo Farm Elec- 
tric plant. The following article; : 
clipped from The Scientific American, 
tells a great story pertaining to the 
good qualities of thie plant: 


“Eléctricity is such a myé6terious 
power that there is a natural hesitan- 
cy, on the part of the novice, to install 
electrica] machinery. As an offset 
against this handicap the generating 
unit in question has been made almost 
entirely automatic. It takes care of 
itself to such an extent that even the 
oil-can may be dispensed with; for the 
unit it self-lubricating. 

“The outfit consists of a gasoline 
engine directly connected with a gen- 
erator capable of delivering about a 
thousand watts. In connection with 
the generator, there is a storage bat- 
tery which serves as a reservoir for 
surplus power, and the apparatus is so 
designed that when the storage bat- 
tery is completely charged the engine 
automatically stops. 

“The gasoline engine is of the 4-cycle 
type without poppet valves, and hence 
requires practically no attention. A 
novel valve mechanism is used, how- 
ever. The cylinder itself forms the 
value. It consists of two parts: a cyl- 
inder sleeve, in which the piston re- 
ciprocates, anda cylinder casing -in 
which the sleeve rotates at one-fourth 
the speed of the crank shaft of the 
engine. In this rotating sleeve there 
are two ports arranged to register at 
predétermined intervals with ports in 
the cylinder housing. There are three 
ports in the casing. One is the inlet, 
another the exhaust, and the third, the 
ignition. The arrangement is shown 
diagrammatically in one of our draw- 
ings. First, one of the ports in the 
sleeve registers ‘with the inlet opening, 
admitting the explosive mixture into 
the’cylinder. After this has been com- 
pressed the other port of ths sleeve lines 
up with the ignition port in the hous- 
ing, and the charge is fired. Finally, 
the first port 
with the exhaust port of the casing and 
the products of combustion ay out 
of the cylinder. Then, the cycle of op- 
erations is repeated, but this time the '' 
second port of the cylinder registers 
first with the inlet and then with the 
exhaust of the cylinder housing, while 
the first port of the clyinder registers 
with the ignition opening in the hous- 
ing. This makes a very silent, steady 
valve action which is not subject to 
uneven wear and avoids the danger of 
breaking of springs. As the piston 
reciprocates within the rotary sleeve, 
its motion with respect to the sleeve is

Fall Crops. 


(Centinued From Last Week.) 
SEED TREATMENT. 
‘According to the kind of seed to be 
sown, seed treatment resolves itself 
under three heads: treatment to pre- 
vent such disease as smut in small 
grain, to inoculate seed of the legumes, 
or to soften the seed coats of such hard- 

coated seeds as burr clover. 

The common method of preventing 
smut on wheat or oats is to treat 
the seed either with a solution of 
formalin or of bluestone. One pound 
of formalin is used to forty to for- 
ty-five gallons of water, or one pound 
of the biuestone to about four gallons 
of water; when it is desired to soak 
the seed over night one pound of the 
bluestone is used to twenty-five of wa- 
ter, then the seed dipped in solution of 
lime water (one pound of lime to ten 
gallons of water) before drying; this 
method is open to some objection on 
account of the great swelling of the 
seed from the long treatment. 

In using the first named solutions, 
'one may either sprinkle the seed and 
stir until all are wet, leaving covered 
with burlap sacks for several hours 
°r over night, or he may dip the seed 
in burlap sacks directly into barrels 
containing the solutions and leave sub- 
merged for from fifteen to twenty min- 
utes, or in lieu of this give repeated 
dippings until all the seeds are wet with 
‘the solutions. Either of these meth- 
ods with either of the solutions first 
named will be found to be effective 
against the smut of oats and that more 
commonly found on wheat, though the 
latter grain is also attacked by another 
form of smut against which hot water 
treatment has been found to be more 
effective.

Inoculating Seed. 


In treatment to inoculate seed, this 
being necessary with some of our le- 
zuminous crops, such as the clovers 
and with hairy vetch, a solution is 
| made of the inoculating material which 


agriculture, colleges of agriculture of 
some states, from seedsmen who act 
as agents, or from manufacturers di- 
rect. Into this solution the seed may 
be dipped or the seed may be sprin- 
kled and turned by shoveling as in 
treating small grain for smut; if some 
glue is added to the solution the ma- 
terial will stick better to the seed. 
Treated seed must then be sown and 
covered without direct exposure to 
the sun either in drying dr after being 
broadcasted as the sun’s rays will kill 
the bacteria carried in the inoculating 
material, and the work and expense 
of inoculating would be lost. Crimson 
clover seed and hairy vetch seed are 
two of our fall legume crops most 
generally sown and this inoculation is 
very important for both; burr clover 
seed usually carries its own inocula- 
tion in the burrs and trash which ac- 
company them—if, though, the burrs 
be boiled, this would destroy: the in- 
oculation and reinoculation would be 
required. 

Burr elover seed, if plarfted in mid- 
summer, will usually be somewhat 
softened by the moisture of the soil, 
but if kept in the dry in the barn, the 
‘seed coats will resist the action of mois- 

ture for some time after being plant- 
ed, perhaps until late in the fall or 
until another year, in either case not 
contributing to a successful crop when 
wanted. To insure better success from 
fall planting it has been found that 
| treatment by boiling to soften the seed 
‘coats is beneficial. The method em- 
, Ployed is to take such amount in a sack 
;as can be boiled in the wash kettle; 
| wet this in lukewarm water, then dip 
‘it into the boiling water of the kettle 
| which is kept over the fire and at the 
| Dotling point, for a full minute; drain 
and dip into cold water to cool and 
‘then into the water where it was first 
dipped in order to take up again some 
of the inoculation which it may have 
‘imparted to these waters and restor- 
ing this in place of that which was lost 
in the boiling; probably to.insure best 
results it would be preferable to use 
‘a solution in which one has a commer- 
cial culture and not risk reinoculation 
|from the warm water first used. Seed 
that has been thus treated should be 
preferably sown at once if moisture 
conditions in the fields are good, but 
they may be dried and sown later if it 
is found to be necessary, keeping in 
mind, however, what we have said in 
| regard to proper dates of planting and 
; necessity of getting good fall growth 
to avoid winter killing. 


Methods of Planting. 


| In the absence of drilling imple- 
ments, the old time method of broad- 
| casting is used and farmers become so 
expert in the use of this method that 
they can put down their seed almost 
as evenly as do the drills; the higher 
rate of seeding advised when seed is 
broadcasted is not needed then, because 
of the uneven seeding, but partly at 
least on account of the fact that with

Fertilisers for Fall Crops. 


In taking up the question of fertil- 
izers for fall crops, one must consider 
first the reason for which they are 
planted, the kind of soil and the treat- 
ment it has ‘had, and the nature of 
the particular crop. If the crop is plant- 
ed primarily as a cover crop, to take 
up available ant food and prevent 
its loss by leaching and to hold the soil 
from washing, there will be less need 
for full fertilization than if the 
crops is to go through maturity, 
though Ha such 4 crop will 
often be utilized for pasture or for 
green manure, a good growth must be 
our. either from fertilizers already 
in the ground or by addition of a prop- 
er amount.

WHAT ONE MAN AND. 
ONE MULE CAN RAISE 


Editor Constitution: In discussing 
the possibilities of our soil a few days 
ago with Henry Clay Brown, J. A. 
Holder and W.C. Durham, I stated that 
one man and one mule could make pro- 
visions enough to feed ten men and 
ten mules. Each and everyone of them 
said that tt could not be done. 

Now, here are the figures: I will take 
three mules instead of one: | 

First. I would start in October and 
put sixty (60) acres in oats and fifteen 
(15) acres in wheat. Would take aver- 
age farm land. I would apply 500 
pounds of fertilizer per acre. I would 
make 25 bushels of oats per acre and 
12 bushels of wheat per acre. I would 
Plant 75 acres in corn and apply 500 
pounds fertilizer per acre. In ~ 
middle of the corn rows I would plant 
peanuts. In the corn drill I would 
plant velvet beans. I would make 1.500 
bushels of corn and I would fatten 
100 head of hogs on the peanuts and 
velvet beans, which I would leave in 
the field after gathering the corn. Inf 
the meantime I would go back to the 
wheat field after gathering the wheat 
and oats with the binder, and I would 
plant 10 actes in potatoes and make 
1,000 bushels. 

65 Acres in Peavine Hay. 
I would plant 65 acres in »eavine hay 


amounts; one must not go to the ex- 
treme in this, however, since it is often 
the most fertile land that gives the 
best return for an application of fer- 
tilizers. 

Then, if the crop be a legume, wae 
would not need to apply a full dose 
of nitrogenous fertilizers since the 
crop should be allowed to get much of | 
its nitrogen from the air. Usually be- 
cause of liability of- leaching out of |! 
plant food from winter rains, it is best 
to give the fertilizer in broken doses— 
holding back until spring those in 
most available form and especially the 
nitrogenous fertilizers, and applying 
these as a top dressing to force spring 
growth. A light application of some 
form of available nitrogen at or before 
seeding time will be beneficial in get- 
ting the crop to growing off well as 
soon as it is up, this being true for 
the same legumes as well as for the 
grain crops; the amount of fall growth 
other things being equal, will deter- 
mine largely the yield of the following 
year and so a good growth should be 
assured. Where the plants follow 
crops on which as much as 400 to 1,000 
pounds of good fertilizer has been used 
per acre, the amount to apply in the 
fall will vary from nothing to possi- 
bly one hundred pounds, but where 
smaller amounts have ben used on pre- 
ceding crop, from 200 to 400 pounds 
should be applied with the fall crop; 
this may vary in composition accord- 
ing to the nature and needs of the 
soil—9-2 for Piedmont soils of aver- 
age fertility and 9-3 or 9-4 for poorer 
soils. 

Limeing. 

We have noted in these columns 
heretofore the benefits to be derived 
from the use of lime on our lands;

at just what point in the rotation to 
apply the lime may be a matter of ex- 
pediency in so far as time, labor or 
funds are concerned. It is true, too, 
that nearly all of our common crops 
have under one condition or another 
shown, good results from the use of 
lime: however, since wheat has more 
generally responded to this ingredient 
and since the legumes that follow the 
wheat will in turn respond, it seems 
as if it were the better plan to apply 
the lime before putting in the wheat 
crop. Though little of the Iime will 
be used durimg the fall, it will show 
its value in the spring growth and 
yield of the grain. Liming by itself, 
it must be remembered, is not a pan- 
ecea for all of our soil troubles and 
neither, for that matter, is the ‘use of 
fertilizers; there are several factors 
that are involved in soil management, 
and no one of them can be neglected. 
The use of lime and of fertilizers must 
go hand in hand with the proper pul- 
verization of the soil, the incorporation 
of humus in as large a quantity as it 
is possible to obtain, the use of well- 
bred and properly treated seed, prop-

IMPROVE YOUR COTTON 
BY SEED SELECTION 


The value and importance of plant- 
ing only improved seed is now begin- 
ning to be realized more than ever be- 
fore. Under boll weevil and wilt con- 
ditions in Georgia it is half the fight 
to plant improved seed of a variety 
of cotton that is adapted to your cli- 
mate and soil. There is just as much 
difference between improved seed and 
that not improved as there is between 
improved live stock and scrubs. Right 
now, when everything is so valuable, 
is when it will pay to grow the most 
you can on every acre you pliant. 

There are three general methods of 
improving cotton, as follows: First, 


crossing by hybridizing; second, indi- 
vidual selection, or the progeny row 
method; third, mass selection. The 
Georgia state board of entomology in 
its work on breeding up early wilt- 
resistant strains of cotton, uses the 
first two methods. Anyone desiring 
to take up the breeding of cotton in 
this way should write to the depart- 
ment for full details, The third method 
of improving cotton, that * mass se- 
lection, should be practiced by all cot-

Hew te Make Selection. 


If you are growing two or three 
varieties of cotton on your place, go 
over the different varieties and decide 
which one you wish to plant next year. 
Having determined on the variety to 
select seed from, go over the field 
very carefully and note the different 
types of cotton stalks found in it. You 
will find a few stalks very well fruited 
many poorly fruited, and some with 
scarcely any fruit at all. Note the 
type of stalk that produces the most 
fruit. You will probably find that this 
type of stalk produces the most cotton 
in all parts of the field, whether the 
stalk is large or small. Having de- 
termined the type of stalk, now pro- 
ceed to select the best individual stalks 
of this type. 

Ee determining the individual stalks 
to select you should carefully con- 
sider the following points: of 
stalk, fruitfulness, earliness and dis- 
ease resistance. Select and tag enough 
of these good individual stal to se- 
cure a hundred pounds or more of seed 
cotton. Pick out the cotton from these 
individual stalks, ahead of the cotton 
pickers, or instruct them not to pick 
the tagged stalks. Take this cotton 
to the gin and feed it to the gin by 
hand and lét the seed run out on a 
sheet spread on the floor. In this way 
you can gin a small amount of seed

The similarity between the decline of iast 
spring befere the war industries board fixed 
upon 80 cents as a basis upon which they 
would pay for cotton goods, has caused much 
comment. So long as this agitation con- 
tinues buyers throughout the world refuse 
to buy cotton. It is, however, noticeable 
that well-informed spinners are buying on 
a Ecale down, as do those brokers supposed 
to fepresent the Japanese interests. 

What is not generally understood is that 
we are facing a calamity because of the 
fourth short crop, and so far as we know 
the object of the government control is to 
prevent cotton from going out of the coun- 
try, so that i¢ we should happen to have a 
fifth short crop next season this country 
would not be left without cotton to spin. In 
other words to prevent the spinners of 
other countries from benefiting from peace 
conditions when the world is bare of goods.

New York, September 2.—Press ad- 
vices from Washington stating that 
the government had already decided to 
fix the price of cotton and assume con- 
trol of its distribution, caused great 
excitement and heavy selling in the 
market here today. 

Recent etatements and the rumors 
circulating earlier in the week had 
prepared the trade for government ac- 
tion of some sort with reference to cot- 
ton, but it had been anticipated that 
an actual decision to fix prices would 
depend upon an investigation - which 
might be prolonged, and which might 
not be completed until final estimates 
of the crop were available. No official 
intimation was given as to the price 
likely to be named, but the report that 
price-fixing had been determined upon 


evidently caused surprise and conster- 
nation among the remaining long in- 
terest. A break of 38 to 50 points from 
last night’s closing figures followed, 
with October selling at 31.20, or more 
than 6 cents per pound below the high 
record established on the end-August 
crop indication. That delivery closed 
at 31.35, with the general list closing 
barely steady at a net decline of" 110 
to 136 points. 

The market opened at a decline of 73 
to 130 points, with October selling off 
to 31.380 on the call, or 140 points net 
lower. The selling ‘was stimulated by 
rumors that the president was expected 
to announce prices for iron and cotton 
today. These rumors were not con- 
firmed, and later rumors, also uncon- 
firmed, denied that action was expected 
80 86soon. But liquidation continuld 
heavy, and slight rallies were followed 
by renewed weakness, with December 
selling off to 30.70 and January to 30.50 
during the middling of the morning. 
There were closing rallies of several 
points under covering, but the market 
was nervous and unsettled during the 
entire morning. December closed at 
30.96 and January at 30.75. 

Owing to the excitement caused by 
e Washington news, other factors 
attracted little or no attention, al- 
though temperatures were unseasona- 
bly low in the belt, with light frosts 
reported at several points.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 
DEPRESSES N. 0. MARKET 

New Orleans, September 21.—Lower 
prices prevailed in cotton today from 
the start, the market being depressed 
by dispatches from Washington indi- 
cating that the movement for govern- 
ment control of the staples was as 
strong as ever. In the early trading 
the decline amounted to about a cent 
a pound; toward the close the active 
months were 145 to 157 points off and 
the last prices of the session were at 
net losses of 125 to 133, a small recov- 
ery resulting from profit-taking oper- 
ations among early sellers. 

No attention whatever was paid to 
the extremely unfavorable weather 
over the belt, official reports telling 
of much rain, while temperatures were 
far below the normal in all sections, 
with more or less frost noted in the 
more northern districts. Bullish trad- 
ers were of the opinion that prevail- 
ing weather conditions would make 
for a further falling off in the condi- 
tion of the crop, as it will be estimated 
in the September report by the gov- 
ernment, but no buying came in on 
this feature and at all times support 
was lacking except when a demand for 
covers arose among shorts. 

It was a fairly active’ market for a 
week-end session. Much of the sell- 
ing appeared to be in the way of liqul- 
dation of long contracts; some hedge 
selling was reported, Spots were un- 
changed at 32.75 for middlfng.

Moisture in Cotton 
Seed Chief Cause 
For Slow Disposal 


“Why are the farmers unable :t 
promptly dispose of their cotton seed, 


after bringi it to market?” That 
question has recently been put to Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, federal food admin- 
istrator for the state of Georgia, from 
a number of sources. For this reason 
the administration has recently con- 
ducted a searching investigation into 
the situation from which it develops 
that due to the high percentage of 
moistufe in the seed which prevents 
the mills from storing in large quanti- 
ties, and also to the fact that the mills 
are unable to obtain labor to run their 
plants at full capacity, they are now 
buying or crushing seed in as large 
quantities as the capacity of the plant 
would permit. 

“Another cause for congestion,” de- 
clares a statement from the adminis- 
tration, “is that the mills operating in 
the district where they are dependent 
upon electric energy for their power, 
are unable to get power to operate 
their plants, due to the lack of rain in 
the territory where this hydro-electric 
power is furnished. The farmers are 
requested not to rush their cotton to 
the gin until the condition of the seed 
becomes better and labor conditions 
are improved, for the seed will keep 
better in the form of seed cotton than 
they will after having been ginned. 

“The food administration is much 
concerned about the loss of the by- 
products from cotton seed, due to de- 
terioration resulting from this conges- 
tion and appeals to all parties inter- 
ested to do everything possible to con- 
sespve and care for the seed, avoiding 
this deterioration which causes the loss 
of food for both man and beast and 
which is so necessary to the nation in 
its crisis.”

Upward Turn in Prices 
Thought to Indicate Bet- 
ter Investment Position.

New York, September 21.—Cohtinued 
strength in the stock market today il- 
lustrated by a further upward rise in 
prices, was held in some quarters to 
reflect a stronger investment position.

84 per cent in gross and $1 per cent 
in net, compared with a decrease of 
134 ee cent in net for June, a decrease 
of 17 per cent in net for May, 3 per cent 
for April, 10 per cent for March, 67 per 
cent for February and a deficit of 
$400,000 for January. If the official re- 
port of the interstate commerce com- 
mission for the month of July, which 
will be published the last week of Sep- 
tember, confirms the foregoing esti- 
mates for July, there has been a revolu- 
tionary change in net earnings. 


Freight Rates Reflected. 


July was the first month in which 
the higher freight and passenger rates 
were fully reflected, the higher pas- 
senger schedules going into effect on 
June 10, and those for freight on June 
25. These higher freight and passen- 
ger rates explain the increase in July 
gross and net, and indicate that the 
deficit of $324,000,000 which the gov- 
ernment had for the first six months of 
1918 will soon be wiped out. July of 
1917 was a good month, an increase of 
3,130,000 in net being shown over 
916. An increase of $24,000,000 this 
July over that showing means that the 
government, during the last six months 
of 1918, is likely to earn a substantial 
surplus over the $475,000,000 net in- 
come needed to make up the half-year 
guarantee. For the year the guarantee 
amounts to $950,000,000. For the first 
six months of 1918 the actual] net in- 
come of the railroads was only $151,- 
000,000.

Mrs. Lumpkin Ditstsiniiss W oman’’s 
Work at Southeastern Fair 


“The womans department at the 
Southeastern fair willl be more exten- 
sive this year than at any previous 
time, and will sound the patriotic note 
in that every exhibit will have its re- 
lation to war work,” states Mrs. Sem- 
uel Lumpkin, chairman of the woman's 
department. 

“In the woman’s department there 
will be an exhibit to illustrate every 
phase of home economics, especially 
as it relates to food production and 
conservation, the right preparation of 
food and the use of substitute prod- 
ucts.” 

Mrs. Lumpkin further states that 
from the home economics department of 
the college of agriculture there will be 
varied exhibits, and that Miss Mary 
Creswell, head of the department, is 
herself deeply interested in the educa- 
tional value of the exhibit at the forth- 
coming fair. 

“Besides this general exhibit from the 
college of agriculture, we will have 
many individual booths, which will 
show the work of women in clubs and 
wome nindividually; canning, pre- 
serving and all the various modes of 


itself, and it will be a most illuminat- 
ing influnece to see at this fair the 
raising of the standards of woman's 
work in this particular direction. 


“Tl would call attention to the fact,” 
said Mrs. Lumpkin, “that women Gesir- 


ing to exhibit their wares must realize 
that all articles for exhibition, except 


bread. cakes, pies, candies, etc.. must 
positively be in the hands of the direc- 
tors not later than 6 p. m. Thursday, 
October 16; articles arriving after that 
hour will itively not be pleced on 
exhibit. e perishable articles named 
above should be brought to the fair on 
, October 16, between the 
hours of 8 a. m. and 1 p. m, as they 
will be judged that same afternoon. 

.The woman's building at the fair 
grounds will be open for the pt-of 
exhibits beginning Monday, October 7, 
and jes having articles entered for 
exhibit are urged to send same to the 
fair grounds. 

Mra. Lumpkin calis attention to tie 
fact that these exhibits here mentioned 
are along the more practical or domes- 
tie lines; there will be exhibits along 
the more esthetic lines, and that this 
year there will be a larger exhibition 
of fine arts than has been attempted 
at any previous time in the history of 
the southeastern district, but the work 
longer excludes artists from outside 
the southeaster district, but the work 
of the great artists of the country he 
been solicited, both in painting and in 
sculpture.

in order to fill every nurses’ training 
gchool in the country with young wom- 
en students who may be bog 4 to fill 
the places of nurses called to front, 
the government, through the Council 
of National Defense and the American 
Red Cross, will continue the recruiting 
of nurses. 

This message was received yesterday 
by Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, chairman of 
the woman’s committee, Georgia divi- 
sion, Council of National Defense, who 
will at once make plans to continue 
the recruiting in Georgia. 

Mrs. Inman asks that through the 
press, the call be made to all young 
women of Georgia who have enrolle 
as nurses, and who have not filled out 
their application blanks, that they fill 
out those blanks and return them to 
her at once. 

“This is necessary,” states Mrs. In- 
man, “if the young women desire to 
avail themselves of the effort the gov- 
ernment is making to place them in 
accredited training schools. 

“Only when the application blanks 
are properly filled out, sent to me, 
and by me sent to Washington, can 
Washington act on any application. 

“Young women are already being as- 
signed to training schools. I have for- 
warded applications of 90 Georgia stu- 
dent nurses to Washington, but I have 
had to hold back more than that bes 
cause they were not properly filled out. 

“Our quota to fill is 375 from Geor- 
gia. fe have enrolled over 200, but 
all of these have not filled out their 
blanks and returned them to me. 

“With the desire of so many young 
women to serve their country, and with 
this very decisive way in. which’ the 
government can aid them do it, through 
the student nurses’ reserve, I do not 
wish Georgia girls to fail to be given 
the chance. 

“Therefore, the necessity for wide 
publicity to be given to the fact that 
Georgia women have still an opportu- 


nity to join the United States Nurses’

tor the purpose of discussing the de- 


taila of compliance with the regula- 
tions of the war department, which 
has asked both the State university 
and the Georgia Technological school 
to arrange to accommodate 600 matric- 
ulates of the Students’ Army Training 
Camp system established by the war 
department. 

The details had already been worked 
out by Chancellor Barrow and the ad- 
ministrative officers of the university 
as affecting the university proper, and 
by President Matheson and chairman 
of the board, N. B. Harris, as affecting 
the School of Technology. 

Action Unanimous, 

The action of the officers of both 
institutions was unanimously approved 
and they were given authority to make 
any additional drrangements that may 
be required to adjust the regulations 
and the curricula of both to the re- 
quirements of the war department. 

Under regulations already issued, all 
students within the draft age will be 
put through a course at both institu- 
tions very similar to the customary of- 
ficers’ training course, but special pro- 
visions will be made for the students 
to get the benefit, as far as practica- 
ble, of the usual educational course of 
both institutions. 

The 600 students of the 8. A. T. C. in 


|each institution measuring to the re- 


quirements of the war department will 
be allowed $30 per month each by the 
government, and they will be in direct 
line for commissions in the army. 

Students under the draft age will go 
on just as heretofore, though they will 
be given the privilege of taking, in so far 
as can be consistently arranged, the 
military training given to the 8. A. T. 
c., but without pay. 

University Opens to Women. 

After the joint meeting of the two 
boards the university trustees, in sep- 
arate session, and by a large majority, 
passed a resolution opening the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical college of the 
university to women at the beginning 
of the fall term of 1919, subject to re- 
quirements that may be prescribed by 
the chancellor and the faculty, and 
with the limitation that women shall 
not room in the present dormitories on 
the university campus. 

Thies action was taken in accordance 
with the recommendation of Chancel- 
lor Barrow, who stated that he had 
full confidence that the matter could 
be worked out satisfactorily within the 
next year. 

This is the culmination of a move- 
ment long advécated by the Federation 
of Women’s Clubs of the state and 
heartily supported by women generally 
throughout the state. 

Under the action taken, the whole 
university is, in effect, thrown open 
to women for courses of the Agricul- 
tural and the Mechanical college of the 


university, which are, generally speak-{ Joseph Pennell, 
Norton, Elisworth Young, J. Scott Wil- 


ing, identical with those of what is| 
known as Franklin college, or the old 
university proper. 

No Doubt of Legality. 

Practically every classroom of the 
university campus is open alike to the 
students of Franklin college, and of 
the College of Agriculture and Mechan- 
ical Arts, the faculties of the two be- 
ing practically the same, and the work 
of the various chairs being so co- 
ordinated that the two are practically 
one. 

The chair of Greek is confined to 
Franklin college, and is not available 
to the Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, but with this exception the 
two courses are practically identical}. 

The reason the action was taken ad- 


mitting women to the Agricultural and 
Mechanical college of the university 
was because there is no possible doubt 
of the legality of this action, for the 
state law specifically admits women to 
this and certain other branches of the 
State university. 
Thus Georgia at last joins the pro- 
cession of progressive states in the 
matter of opening the doors of its uni- 
versity to the women of the state. 


Guyton McLendon 
Files Statement of 
Expenses—“None” 


In a unique statement of campaign 
expenses filed with Comptroller General 
Wright Friday, Judge Guyton McLen- 
don, successful candidate for the effice 
of secretary of state, claimed that he 
“had spent nothing for anything,” and 
was elected. 

The statement sworn to before a no- 
tary public was as follows: “Personally 
appeared before me, the undersigned 
authority, Guyton McLendon, who, be- 
ing duly sworn, deposes and says that 
he was a candidate for the office of 
secretary of state in the primary elec- 
tion held September 11, 1918, and that 
when he offered to pay his entrance 
fee assessed by the committee, he was 
informed that this fee had been paid 
direct to Hon. Hiram Gardner, the sec- 
retary of the committee, by his friends, 
whose names have not as yet been dis- 
closed to him by Mr. Gardner. 

“He further says, on oath, that he 
spent nothing for railroad fare, auto- 
mobile or hack hire, hotel bills, and he 
paid nothing for writing or printing 
and circulating any campaign literature, 
and that he paid nothing to any news- 
paper for publishing anything.” 

Judge J. W. Lindsay, candidate for 
the pension commission, returned his 
expense account as the entrance fee, 
which was $125. 

Judge Sam C. Atkinson's expenses 
were also the entrance fee of $125. He 
was candidate for associate justice of 


the supreme court.

The posters will be displayed this, 
the opening week of the campaign. 

In the sixth federal reserve district 
a still more perfect publicity organiza- 
tion has been completed under the di- 
rection of St. Elmo Massengale, chair- 
man of the publicity committee. 

In the third loan campaign, the work 
of Mr. Massengale and his committee 
was commented upon as model in its 
completeness, but it is confidently, pre- 
dicted that even the third loan record 
will be surpassed this time. Owing to 
the shorter period for the campaign, 
the publicity work will of necessity be 
more intensive. 


Two war relic trains will again tour 


the entire district and will stop at 
towns between 5,000 and 10,000 in pop- 
ulation. Speakers, including wounded 
soldiers returned from the front— 
American, Canadian, English and 
French—will tour the entire district 
and special publicity will be furnished 
the daily and weekly press. 

Posters will be distributed entirely 
by the Boy Scouts, who have taken 
over this work as their part in the 
campaign: They will start delivering 
the posters to the merchants and busi- 
ness houses, which will display them, 
on Monday. In Atlanta they will start 
with the outlying suburban territory 
and will work in towards the center 
of the city. 

Atlanta’s and the sixth district’s 
quotas for the campaign have not yet 
been announced, but it is certain to be 
far higher than in the third loan and 
is even likely to be double the previ- 
ous quota. The publicity department 
is laying its pans on this basis and, 
as stated by Mr. assengale on Satur- 
day: 

“Wmhatever the quota, we are going 
into this campaign determined that the 
district shall double its previous suDe- 
scription.”

8,000 ARMY ENGINEERS 
COMING TO COLUMBUS 


Columbus, Ga., September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It has been semi-officially an- 
nounced that 38,000 government. en- 
gineers will arrive in Columbus next 
week to begin work on the infantry 
school of arms to be moved here from

Already a hundred govern- 
ment men are at work here, and work 
on the camp is expected to be well 
under way by October first. 

Lieutenant Hoskins, of Camp Wheel- 
er, who has been in Columbus for sev- 
eral days to conduct a systematic cam- 
paign to clean up Columbus and vicin- 
ity, has perfected his organization with 
the exception of the appointment of a 
food inspector. Six sanitary inspec- 
tors are among the personel of the 
etaff already organized. Phenix City 
and Girard, Ala., have pledged their co- 
operation, and steps are being taken 
for cleaning up these two sister cities 
along with that of Columbus.

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For a Time Germans Threat- 
ened to Carry All Before 
Them, But Allies Rallied 
and, Aided by Americans, 
Have Invaders on the Run.

By the Associated Press. 


Six months ago today the great Ger- 
man offensive began. For weeks vic- 
tory seemed about to perch on the 
German banners. Today the _ allied 
star is in the ascendancy. 

Anxiety and encouragement, depres- 
sion and joy have succeeded each other 
since at dawn on March 21 the great- 
est battle of history began. It has 
heen a period of almost incessant 
fighting and of bewildering changes 
in the situation that developed from 
day to day and from week to week. 

The allies knew it faced Germany's 
mightiest effort last March, but it 
stood unafraid. Released by the col- 
lapse of Russia as a belligerent pow- 
er vast numbers of German veterans 
had been rushed to the western front 
and been given intensive training for 
the offensive by which the Teutonic 
war lords dreamed that they might 
force upon the world a German peace. 
Germany made no secret of her in- 
tention. It was even known where the 
Germans would launch their first at- 
tack and for weeks before March 21 
the eyes of the allies had been fixed 
on the long, curving line from LaFere 
to Arras as the stage where the first 
act of the great drama. would be en- 
acted. 

Moving with a swiftness that car- 
ried concern to every entente nation, 
the German forces swept over. the 
British lines in Picardy and _ rolled 
westward like a tidal wave during the 
closing days of March. At last the Brit- 
ish reached positions where they could 
stand at bay and the French had come 
to form a living wall before the gray- 
clad host of the German emperor. Then 
the offensive stopped. 

Hardly had its rush been checked 
than the line between Lens and Ypres 
was attacked by the 
again the British lines swayed back- 
ward. This advance of the 
went on until it reached the 
ground to the southwest of Ypres and 
then it, too, was stopped. 

Stopped By Americans. 

A pause followed for nearly a month 
and then on May 27 the Germans sud- 
denly broke through the French lines 
north of the Aisne river and smashed 
their way southward until they had 
reached the Marne over a wide front 
east of Chateau Thierry. No sooner 
had the momentum of this drive been 
taken up by the yielding defense of 
the French troops than a new assault 
was made by the Germans, who this 
time tried to break the French lines 
between Montdidier and Noyon and 
link up the Picardy and Marne sectors. 

It was here that the world had the 
firet intimation that the allied armies, 
which since late in March had been 
under the supreme command of Mar- 


shal Foch, had been pursuing a defi-'! 


nite policy and had conserved their 
stringth against the time when it 
migu. he used with good effect. The 
German attack east of Montdidier 
came to a pause after six days of ter- 
rible. fighting in which the Germans 
suffered frightful losses and _ the 
French, the first time gince the Ger- 
man offensive began, struck. back at 
the invaders. 

American forces had taken part in 
the final phases of the battle along the 
Marne, and had been instrumental in 
stopping the Germans at Chateau 
Thierry. In this battle came the first 
notable contribtion of America to the 
military fortunes of the allies. Since 
March, however, there had been a 
flood tide of khaki-clad men crossing 
the Atlantic, and during May, June and 
the first part of July, they rapidly 
moved up to the battle zone. 

The sanguinary check of the German 
offensive east of Montdidier gave the 
allies hope that the German tide would 
be safely stemmed, and this feeling was 
heightened during the succeeding three 
or four weeks by a series of local ac- 
tions along the front from Soissons to 
Chateau Thierry, by which the Ger- 
mans were driven back steadily from 
points of tactical value. What was 
not known by the lay world was the 
fact that, by these very actions, Mar- 
shal Foch virtually forced the Germans 
to attack somewhere in the Marne re- 
gion, where preparations were made for 
a new phase of the struggle. 

Germans Made New Drive. 
On July 5 the Germans made a new

drive, called by them “the offensive of 
peace,” from Chateau Thierry eastward 
far into the Champagne secor. No 
sooner had the news of the attack 
reached the world than the tidings 
came that the French, Italian and 
American lines subject to assault were 
standing firmly in every vital part of 
the front, and that it was only by the 
greatest effort -that the Germans 
pounded their way ahead in the- re- 
gion southwest of Rheims and astride 
the Marne west of Epernay. It was 
then known that the allies had solved 
the German eystem of offensive and 
were able to hold their ground. 

On July 18 Marshal Foch launched 
an attack which has changed the whole 
complexion of the situation. From 
Fontenoy, on the Aisne, west of Sois- 
sons to Cheateau Thierry, on the 
Marne, the German lines were torn to 
pieces and the Marne salient threat- 
ened to collepsé. It was only by the 
most savage fighting that the Ger- 
mans succeeded in saving their army 
from disaster and finally succeeded in 
retreating across the Vesle river. 

On Augus{ 8 the French crushed ‘in 
stormed the Montdidier lines in Picar- 
dy from the Ancre river to Moreuil, 
north of Montdidier, and sent the ene- 
my reeling back toward the Somme. 
The next day the French crushed in 
the German front south of Montdidier 
and then, linking their lines with those 


of the British farther north, forced the 
invaders back to the eastward. 

Less than two weeks after the Ger- 
man lines southwest of Arras were at- 
tacked and these gave way and the 
forces holding them joined their com- 
rades farther south in a retreat which 
has now virtually reached the German 
lines as they were on March 21, from 
Arras to the Chemin-des-Dames, 
southwest of Soissons. 

While this retreat was going on the 
Germans began a withdrawal from the 
Flanders salient, and today they are 
nearly back to the lines from which 
they sallied to their attack late in 
April. 

Thus far the allied drive might have 
been considered in the light of defen- 
Sive operations, but the work has not 
paused with the mere repulse of the 
enemy. His positions along the Hin- 
denburg line, east of Arras, have been 
wrested from him, while farther south, 
near St. Quentin, the British have, in 
recent days, fought their way into the 
enemy’s lines where he had planned to 
stand on the defensive. 


St. Mihtiel Salient Gone. 


The fifst Amercian field army has 
oblitereated the St. Mihiel salient and 
straightened the line east of Verdun, 
and now stands before Metz, into which 


Before the allies there now stands 
the great lines constructed by the Ger- 
mans during four years of warfare. 
These are not simple trenhces, but vast 
field fortifications, which stretch from 
the North sea, with few interruptions, 
to the Swiss frontier. : 

This general line of defensive posi- 
tions has become known as the Hin- 
denburg line, but to different sections 
of it have been given names from the 
old German epic of the Niebelungen- 
lied. Thus the Wotan, Siegfried, Brun- 
hild and Kriemhild lines have been 
mentioned in reports from the front. 
They are carefully constructed with all 
the science at the command of the Ger- 
man general staff, and present a formi- 
dable barrier. 

Six months of the warfare of motion, 
however, has taught the allies that a 
trench is no stronger than the troops 
that man it. In this fact lies the hope 
of the entente nations. New methods 
of attack, the employment of tanks and 
a higher morale than ever before will 
be relied upon in the fighting to break 
the enemy’s defensive lines and force 
a new retreat. 

Germany has lost her chance to force 
peace upon the allies before American 
armies enter the fight with all their 
strength. This was her hope in March. 
Losses of a serious nature were suf- 
fered by the allies during the long bat- 
tle, but they have been more than dou- 
bly offset by the inflowing American 
legions. Germany’s losses, on the 
other hand, cannot be made good. 
Hopes blasted, crack divisions broken 
up and seeming victories turned into 
defeats, have sapped the morale of the 
German armies, which today are 6n the 
defensive everywhere.

Keeping the Clubs Alive. 


The pressure of war work has grown to such a great extent during the 
past few months that many women in the state are debating the advisability of 
trying to keep alive their club organizations, declaring that there is no time 
for the club work when the demands of war are so heavy. 

Such a feeling is greatly to be regretted. The club organizations of the 
state have made possible the splendid record of Georgia women in war work, 
and to allow the clubs to die will mean not only a decreased power during the 
months of the war, but a great problem to be faced when peace is declared. 

The women’s clubs long ago passed out of the stage where they were a 
superficial part of the state’s life. They have come to be a yery vital factor 
in the development and growth of the state, and their work is needed. In- 
deed, even the demands of war should not be made the excuse for dropping 
the regular work of the clubs; for, as Mrs. Black has so often pointed out, 
the current work carried forward by the federation for years is all of con- 
structive value to the state in time of war. 

In our great passion for service for the nation and for the men overseas, 
we cannot afford to neglect our cities, our schogls, our children; and those 
are the things with which the clubs deal largely. A live club organization in 
any town means that the town is a better place in which to live. Laws gov- 
erning health, sanitation and schoo] facilities are just as important in time 
‘of war as they are in time of peace. It is just as necessary that children be 
given wholesome playgrounds, good libraries, and expert medica] attention 
in time of war as in time of peace. 

It is just as essentia] that the suffering ones in your own town be helped 
as it is that the suffering ones abroad be cared for. We must give not only 
to the orphan children of France and Belgium, but we must reach as well 
the homeless and fathérless children here who will become the future citi- 
zens of the state. 

We must bear our war duties as an extra task, and prove by the efficient 
manner in which we discharge our ordinary duties as well as our extraordi- 
nary ones, that women can meet any call made upon their resources and 
energies. 

The General Federation is stressing the necessity of keeping the clubs 
alive, the following pertinent interview having been printed in a recent issue 
of The Federation Magazine: 

“But a few days since we asked a woman what work her club was to do 
this year. With a smile she replied: ‘We are to study the A, B, C countries, 
then continued: ‘Last fall some of our members thought we ought to disband 
the club it being a purely social and cultural one, or else give our time wholly 
to war work. But the majority of us felt we needed more than ever that one 
hour weekly in which we could come together and direct our thoughts away 
from war. We are even more of that opinion this fall. Every magazine, 
newspaper, theater and movie is filled with war. We need at least one hour a 
week of social intercourse with opportunity to study and discuss those things 
which may help to keep us quiet, sane and wholesome women.’ 

“She is right. There should not be a disbanding or neglecting of clubs, 
or a giving up of normal club procedure. There should be time set apart and 
used for the study and enjoyment of those things which preserve the spirit- 
ual, the ideal side of life, else this struggle will be futile.”’ 

The Nebraska Federation also urges the cause of the clubs as follows: 

“Our clubs, for the most part, are busy doing war work under the direc- 
tion of the woman’s committee of the Nebraska State Council of Defense. That 
is excellent. We are proud that our federal and state governments find such 
efficient help through our general and state federations. We must not fail 
them in a single point. We will, however, make a very serious mistake if we 
allow our regular work to lapse. That would be a short-sighted and suicidal 
policy. The work of each department done sanely and strongly and adapted 
to the needs of the hour is most essential war work. We have but to look at 
the mistakes made by England and France to make us see clearly here. 
Think what should be done in this crisis for individual and community better- 
ment through each of our, departments—public health—industrial and social 
conditions—civil service reform—civics—music—library extension—conserva- 
tion—education—legislation—art—home economics—literature! It seems that 
we club women have needed a great national crisis to make clear to us the 
opportunities for service which our departments afford.” 

If the club organizations be allowed to go to pieces during the war it will 
mean that much time and energy must be wasted in reorganization after the 
war, whereas if they are kept alive and active the machinery for civic and 
state work will be ready for the work that must be done- later. 

By all means, keep your clubs alive. They are valuable.- They mean 
much to the women individually, in many cases, and provide a pleasant social 
relaxation that is necessary to relieve the strain under which we live these 
days. It depends altogether’on the club, too, as to whether it is to aid in 
winning the war, because a closely co-ordinated group of women, such as one 
finds in every active club, can achieve much more as a unit than can the 
individual members. Keep your club organization alive and active. 


In Memoriam. 


Within the past fortnight, Georgia club women have been saddened by 
the passing of two of the strongest women and best loved women of the 
state, Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb, of Athens, and Miss Celeste Parrish. 
made a place for themselves in the heart of the people of the state, Mrs. 
Lipscomb through her splendid service and example in all matters pertaining 
to the development and expansion of the work of the federation, particularly 
the Tallulah Falls School for Mountain Children; and Miss Parrish also by 
her unusual intellect and her devotion to the cause of education in the south. 

In the death of Mrs. Lipscomb the federation sustains a heavy loss, one 
that brings deep personal grief to the many women who knew and loved her, 
and the greatest regret to those familiar with her work. In a sense, the 
Tallulah Falls school will be her memorial, for it was due to her suggestion

The Value of a Dollar. 


The war has established many new standards of value, both of persons 


and things, but of the many new conceptions born of the world-conflict none} 


is more interesting and significant than the new valuation of the dollar. 
Until the world’s gold began to pour into the common treasury of the world 
the dollar mark had come to be the sign.of materialism and greed, almost a 
reproach in the face of the world’s failure to look above and beyond the sign 
of acquisitive wealth. 

Until now the value of a dollar lay in the number of them that might be 
accumulated, in their power to purchase for the satisfaction of selfish needs 
and unwholesome wishes. We coveted money not for what we might give to 
others, but for what we might have for ourselves through its possession. 

Now, strange enough it seems in so short a time, we value the dollar for 
its power to satisfy the needs and wishes of others. We are saving and hoard- 


ing as we have never saved, before, but the. accumulated dollars go to the; 


armies of the world that fight for freedom and democracy, and to the suffer- 
ing ones that pay the price of war, either on the battlefields or in the silent 
desolation of home. We are laying our wealth upon the altar of the world’s 
great need, and it is buying for us something that the dollar has never before 


been able to purchase—the consciousness of an uplifted spirit, the knowledge | 


of a closer brotherhood of men, and the assurance that hereafter there will 
be a closer union of the souls of men. 

We give now to the common cause of humanity. Even religious creeds 
are merging their differences that the world may be better served. The 
seven great organizations that are doing war work, including the Catholic 
and the Protestant, the Jew and the Gentile, having united their forces for a 
great war drive for funds—funds that will go not to the organizations repre- 
sented for their own use, but to the soldiers of the world who are in the 
thick of bloody battles overseas. 

In this connection, too, one realizes the varying value of the dollar. Here 
at home a single dollar withheld purchases very little for the selfish ones re- 
fusing to deny and save for others; but when given freely and gladly it goes 
to make the many millions needed for the defence of the nation and the allevi- 
ation of the world’s suffering. 

So when the call of the fourth Liberty Loan asks for more and more dol- 
lars; and, following that, comes the call of the great united drive for war 
funds from the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. C. A., the War Camp Community Ser- 
vice and others, we shall give freely and gladly, knowing full well that all 
that we give is small when measured by,the vast sums to be expended, but 
large in that it expresses our willingness to give to the last dollar in order 
that the need of the world may be met.

TO REDEEM THE SCHOOLS. 


In the election of five men to constitute, 
with two ex-officio members, the board of ed- 
ucation, after January 1, the voters of At- 
lanta have before them a golden opportunity 
to secure a public school system of which the 


city will be proud. 

In this they have an opportunity to do 
more for the future welfare of the city than 
was ever done before in one day’s voting! 


Every right-thinking citizen of Atlanta 
must admit that Atlanta’s public schools are’ 
not up to a standard that makes “or effi- 
ciency, ‘adequacy or a fair chance for the 
children who are to be the citizens of tomor- 
row. | 

In the first place, we are operating the 


system with teachers paid on a starvation | 


basis. 

All over the country the salaries of school 
teachers and public employees generally have 
been increased in a measure, at least, com- 
mensurate with the extraordinary high cost 
of living that is due to conditions superin- 
duced by the war. 

So they have been in Atlanta, with this 
remarkable exception: That, while the sala- 
ries of the employees in every other city gov- 
ernmental department have been advanced, 
those of our school teachers have remained 
practically stationary! 

Policemen, firemen, street, water, sewer- 
age, health and sanitation department em- 
ployees, clerks and stenographers—-all, and 
very properly so, have enjoyed merited in- 
creases in pay; the school teachers alone be- 
ing left out, notwithstanding the fact that 
time and time again they have been prom- 
ised an increase along with the rest of the 
public servants. 

The effect has been felt in the loss of 
many of our best teachers by reason of their 
forsaking the teaching profession to enter 
other lines of occupation—employment carry- 
ing with it-at least living compensation! 

Even before the close of the school year 
last summer many teachers old in the service 
had gone and new ones had been substituted. 

At the opening of the curren? school year, 
this month, not counting last year’s displace- 
ments, one hundred and fourteen new teach- 
ers were upon the rolls! | 

Many of these are the wives of soldiers 
stationed for the time being at Camp Gordon 
or Fort McPherson. They are here only tem- 
porarily—some for only a few weeks. But, 
if it had not been for this source of supply 
God only knows what would have happened 
to Atlanta’s school system when the begin- 
ning of the new school year rolled round’ 

The teaching forces in all the high schools 
bave suffered from the same conditions as 
those affecting the grammar schoo] corps. 
As an illustration, in Tech High school there 
were seven changes in one professorship dur- 
ing the last scholastic year, 1917-18! 

But the changing of teachers—the general 
_ turmoil resulting from the frequent resigna- 


teachers, bad as it is for the school standard, 
is by no means the worst of it. The teach- 
ers who are receiving actually less compensa- 
tion than are the janitors who sweep their 


rendering the best possible service of which 
they are capable it would be because they 
are superhuman beings with superhuman 
hearts! 

Yet, in face of that, our school teachers 
are doing remarkably well; they have shown 
and are showing a wonderful spirit, in the 
face of it! All praise be theirs! 

Now, the good faith of this community 
has been pledged to their interests! 

Neither council nor the school board has 
measured up to its obligation in this matter. 
The measure of compensation to which the 
teachers justly, rightfully and admittedly 
are entitled has been denied them by council 
and school board.

OUR POST-BELLUM COMMERCE. 


During the fiscal year of 1917-18, just 
closed, the United States exports to, and 
imports from, the twenty Latin-American 
countries reached the remarkable total of 
$1,750,000,000. 


dollars over the United States-Latin-Ameri- 
can trade of 1913-14, the last fiscal year 
prior to the outbreak of the world war. 

Commenting upon this record, an official 
document of the Pan-American union, Wash- 
ington, D. C., declares that— 

The official records prove that nothing 
equal to this trade expansion has heretofore 
been known in the history of the world! 

John Barrett, director general of the Pan- 
American union, in his analysis of the latest 
department of commerce figures — from 
which the foregoing facts are taken, and 
which was made public yesterday—empha- 
sizes the tremendous importance of Pan- 
American commerce, but cautions against 
overconfidence. As confirmatory of the re- 
markable conclusion quoted above, Mr. Bar- 
rett points out the following additional trade 
facts, which are highly interesting, if not 
surprising— 

United States exports to Latin America 
grew from approximately $280,000,000 in 
1913-14 to $720,000,000 in 1917-18, or 257 
per cent; United States imports from 
Latin America increased from $470,000,- 
000 to $1,030,000000, or 214 per cent; the 
grand total of exports and imports ad- 


vanced from $750,000,000 to $1,750,000,000, 
or 235 per cent. 


As to our trade relations with individual 
Latin-American countries, the reports, as 
analyzed by Mr. Barrett, show that the 
United States trade with Chile in the same 
period jumped from $43,000,000 to $205,000,- 
000, or 375 per cent; Argentina, from $90,- 
000,000 to $305,000,000,. or 240 per cent; 
Cuba, from $200,000,000 to $500,000,000, or 
150 per cent; Mexico, from $132,000,000 to 
$248,000,000, or 90 per cent; Brazil, from 
$130,000,000 to $190,000,000, or 46 per cent. 

“These figures,” cautions Mr. Barrett, 
“emphasize the vast importance and possi- 
bilities of Pan-American commerce, but they 
must not encourage false hopes as to United 
States trade of the future.” 

This exceptional trade growth, Mr. Bar- 
rett points out, is due largely to— 

first, the supplanting by the United States 

of the trade of the central allies; second, 

the caring by the United States for that 
portion of the trade of Great Britain, 

France, Belgium, Italy, and of Holland’ 

and other neutrals, for which they them- 

selves, under war conditions, could not 
possibly provide; third, the heavy war 
demands of the United States and the 
allies expressed through the United 

States for the raw products of Latin 

America, and the war demands of the 

latter for such manufactured products of 

the United States as were formerly ob- 
tained from ‘i’urope in considerable quan- 
tities. 

These conditions can hardly be expected 
to continue after the war. The coming of 
peace will gradually restore the trade equi- 
librium between the eastern and the west- 
ern hemispheres, and gradually the commer- 
cial relationship between Latin-America and 
Europe will swing back toward its ante- 
bellum status. 

But there aré at least three fundamental 
conditions that are certain to prove of per- 
manent commercial benefit to the United 
‘States. 

First, the Central and South American 
republics are new in point of resource devel- 
opment, and every one of them is com mer- 
cially ascendent. 

Second, war conditions have enforced 
a closer trade relationship between us and 
our neighbors to the south than ever existed 
before; old imaginary barriers have been 
broken down, and old, unfounded prejudices 
have been removed, making for permanent 
friendships that would perhaps have been 
decades in forming, but for the war. 

Third, it will be many years before 
Europe can get back to any semblance of its 
foreign commercial status of pre-war days. 
In fact, as it relates to the interchange of 
commerce between certain European and 
certain Latin-American countries, Europe 
may never recover all that the war has 
caused it to lose. 

All of which is in America’s favor: and 
now: upon the commercial interests of Amer- 
ica, and upon American business men, de- 
pends, in a large measure, the extent to 
which we shall be permanently benefited 
by the impetus that has been given our trade 
relationship with Latin-America by reason 
of the war.

THE CZECHS. 


Bulletin ef the Bureay ef Geographic 
Infermatien of the National Geo- 
graphic Society of Washington. 


Austria-Hungary being one of the déclared 
purposes of the entent allies, a communica- 
tion to the National Geographic society on 
the Czechs, by Ales Hrdlicka, the noted 
anthropologist, is of timely interest. A por- 
tion of Professor Hrdlicka’s communication 
is issued by the society as the following 
war geography bulletin: 

“The determination of the entent allies 
to liberate the Czechs from Austria-Hungary 
has introduced on the international forum a 
most interesting new factor, of which réla- 
tively little has been heard during the war 


and which in consequence has largely es- 


caped, in this country at least, the attention 


which it deserves. . 
“A 1,500-year-long life-and-death strug- 


the north, west and south, with a near- 
burial within the Austrian empire for the 
last three centuries, has failed to destroy or 
break the spirit of‘the little nation of 
Czechs or Bohemians. 

“The Czechs are now more numerous, more 
accomplished, more patriotic than ever be- 


when the shackles will fall and the nation 
take its place again at the council of free 


nations. 

“The Czechs are the westernmost branch 
of the Slavs, their name being derived, ac- 
cording to tradition, from that of a noted 
ancestral chief. The term Bohemia was ap- 
plied to the country probably during the 
Roman times and was derived, like that of 
Bavaria, from the Boii, who for some time 
before the Christian era occupied or claimed 
parts of these regions. 

“Nature has -favored Bohemia perhaps 
more than any other part of Burope. Its 
soil is so fertile and climate so favorable 
that more than half of the country is culti- 
vated and produces richly. In its mountains 
almost evéry useful métal and mineral, ex- 
cept salt, is to be found. It is the géo- 
graphical center of the European continent, 
equally distant from the Baltic, Adriatic and 
North seas, and though inclosed by moun- 
tains, is so easily accessible, because of the 
valleys of the Danube and the Elbe rivers, 
that it served as the avenue of many armies. 


‘Besides Bohemia the Czechs occupy 
Moravia and adjacent territory in Silesta. 
The Slovaks, who show merely dialetic dif- 
ferences from the Czechs, extend from Mo- 
ravia eastward ovér most of northern Hun- 
gary. 

“The Czech is kind and with a stock of 
native humor. He is musical, loves songs, 
poetry, art, nature, fellowship, the other sex. 
He is an intent thinker and restless seeker 
of truth, of learning, but no apt schemer. He 
is ambitious and covetous of freedom in the 
broadest sense, but téndencies to domineer- 
ing, oppression, power by force over others, 
are foreign to his nature. He ardently 
searches for God and is inclined to be deeply 
religious, but is impatient of dogma, as of 
all other undue restraint. He may be opin- 
ionated, stubborn, but is happy to accept 
facts and recognize true superiority. He is 
easily hurt and does not forget the injury; 
will fight, but is not lastingly revengeful or 
vicious. He ‘is not cold, calculating, thin- 
lipped, nor again as inflammable as the Pole 
or the southern Slav, but is sympathetic 
and full of trust and through this often open 
to imposition. 

‘His endurance and bravery in war for a 
cause which he approved were proverbial, 
as was also his hospitality in peace. 


“He is often highly capable in languages, 
science, literary and technical education, and 
is inventive aa well as industrial, but not 
commercial. Imaginative, artistic, creative, 
rather than frigidly practical. Inclined at 
times to melancholy, brooding, pessimi he 
le yet deep at heart forever buoyant, opti- 
mistic, hepéful—hopeful not of possessions, 
however, Dut of human happiness, and of the 
freedom and future golden age of not merely 
his own, but all people. *

| Mounting Cost of War. 


A comparison of the reports of our tréas- - 


ury department with recently issued British 
financial statements shows that America ig 
already spending 50 per cent more than 
Great Britain on the war. The war outgo 
for July was §$1,608,000,000, or more than 
$2,000,000 each hour. Thus we have come to 
a yearly rate of $18,000,000,000; but each 
month shows an increase over preceding 
months, and the year 1919 is expected to need 
$24,000,000,000, not counting between five and 
six billion dollars that will be appropriated 
for that year but covered by future con- 
tracts. Although we are going s0 much 
faster than Great Britain, and at a constant- 
ly accelerated rate, our total war debt is as 
yet only about one-third as large ag Great 
Britain's, owing to America’s shorter period 
of war effort—§$12,500,000,000 against $36,- 
600,000,000. In the current year we have 
raised about $4,000,000,000 in taxes as com- 
pared with $3,270,000,000 leavied by Great 
Britain. With a population here twice as 
great as our ally’s, we should, to make the 
individual burden of texation as great as the 
Englishman’s, raise eight billion dollars— 
just the sum we propose to raise next year. 
It must be remembered, however, that Eng- 
land came to this great burden by gradual 


increments over four years, while we wi!) 
have jumped to it in less than half the time

In Shell-Battered 
Chateau - Thierry 


It was late in the afternoon, and a tire- 
less Yankee regiment that had already pur- 
sued the retreating Germans across more 
than ten miles of France was resting for a 
few moments in a roadside ditch, a battered 
old road that wound its shady way through 
the ancient forest of Fere. You would have 
seen them all luxuriating in their breathing 
spell, the young lieutenants lounging com- 
fortably, the battalion ‘commander sitting 
with his back propped against a tree. 

His name was Leahy—Captain Francis M. 
Leahy, of Lawrence, Mass., 
done his turn in the ranks and who used to 
tell of the days when he was orderly to Cap- 
tain Pershing out in the Philippines. He had 
just caught the signa! from down the road 
that the regiment was to fall in and move 
on when, whining out of space, came a Ger- 
man shell. 

It plowed up the earth and stretched on 
the ground several men whoa were just get- 
ting to their feet,.wounding some of them. 
It hit the tree against which the captain was 
leaning and snapped it off like an asparagus 
stalk. A piece of the shell struck the cap- 
tain in the back and tore its way through his 
chest. 

“Good-by, boys,” he said, and his head 
sagged forward. 

Then it was as if, somewhere in the uni- 
verse, a Commander Invisible had called 
“Attention!” Captain Leahy raised his head. 
With clearing voice, he spoke the name of 
the officer to whom it would be his duty to 
turn- over the battalion in the event of his 
being called away. 

“Lieutenant Hansen,” 
mand is ‘Forward.’ See the boys through.” 

Then he died. ' 


Chateaau-Thierry was by no means oblit- 
erated either by the battle which halted 
the Germans there in the first week of June 
or by the one which drove them from its 
gates the third week in July. No building 
in the town, on either side of the Marne, is 
without some scar of the bombardment or 
the occupation, but the damage done to many 
a house was done within its four walls, and 
the plasterers, paperers, glaziers and cabi- 
net makers will work wonders of restora- 
tion up and down its battered streets. 


The town was systematically pillaged, 
and if more was not stolen, it because the 
Boches had to leave so suddenly that they 
did not have time to take their plunder with 
them. The church was piled high with goods 
gathered in the ransacked town, done up 
into bundles and addressed by this soldier 
or that to his folks back in the Fatherland. 
The stolen goods included everything imag- 
inable from the robes of a priest to the cop- 
per faucet of a water pipe. 


The unforgivable thing was the abundant 
evidence of malicious vandalism, mirrors 
wantonly smashed, paintings wantonly slash- 
ed. Time and again a painting would be 
found with a neat, triangular hole.cut out 
of it, the deliberate malice of an invader 
who wanted it known he had been deliber- 
ately malicious. It is known. And will be 
remembered. 


Curiously enough, a reatraining hand kept 
the vandal from the home of La Fontaine. 
Jean de la Fontaine, France’s beloved poet 
and master of fables, was born in Chateau- 
Thierry and dwelt there in the days of his 
maturity. Pretty much as it looked in the 
seventeenth century with its high, outside 
stairs and its old-fashioned well, it stands 
now, and American soldiers passing by note 
that no shell happened to strike tts white 
walls. Inside, the paintings and sculpture 
are unharmed. The deep cellars served as 
dugouts for German officers, judging from 
the elegance of the bed linen and comforters 
alloted to them. An American sergeant, sur- 
veying the dugout, found and confiscated for 
his own usé somé precious German papers 
left behind in the hurried flight. It was 
some of Herr Oberst’s toilet paper. 


Now and for many a day te come there 
will be great pow-wow in the corners as 
the returning citizeng listen to the talea told 
by the 200 who stayed—old, old folk, for 
the most part who managed somehow to live 
through the one and fifty days of the occeu- 
pation. How they crept into the gardens 
at night to look for food, how they lived on 
the one or two cows killed by shellfire and 
on the btead the baker baked them, how 
they saw the first American wounded soldier 
back of the German linés and wept because 
he was so young, how they thrilled at the 
tidings that the battle tide had turned and 
that the invaders were being driven from 
their gates—this is the tale of the 200. 


The sight of sights in the scarred city 
is the bridge, the famous triple-arched bridge 
of stone which spans or used to span the 
Marne and link together the two parts of 
the city. 
battle that swept the atreets of Chateau- 
Thierry in June, the smashing of the bridge 
halting the rush of the enemy and trapping 
many of his troops undefended on the south- 
ern bank. Though the bridge was blown up, 
its falling masonry left a rough path across 
the river, and by use of ladders, by climbing, 
sliding, jumping, dropping, the Yanks stil) 
employ the old bridge aa their footway across 


the Marne. 


Even the most battered house can serve 
as a billet, and history must record how 
one detachment of Yanks passing on their 
way through Chateau-Thierry spent the 
night sleeping serenely in @ great desertea 
house with many beds in it. They did not 
know until afterwards that they had put up 
at a brothel. 


The ruins of the old chateau which gave 
the town its name are not much the worse 
for the latest battle to beat against the 
chateau walls. It was built im the eighth 


_century, and little is left of it save a part 


of the ancient walla, a part of a watch 
tower and moss-grown entrances to its 
dungeons. Once again these dungéons served 
as refuges too deep for any shell to 
once again the tower wateh-holes served de- 
fenders, machine gun shot spitting threagh 
the narrow apertures where long ago the 
arrows sped. Half-wrecked machine ps 
emplacements tell of positions within the 
chateau grounds held until the enemy had 
engulfed the city; here and there a érave will 
mark where some Frénch soldier fell, his

Such in its vaguest outlines was the 
battle of St. Mihiel, in which more 
Americans fought side by side than in 
any battle itn our history; in which 
more men were engaged on both sides 
than in any battle in which an Amer- 
ican army under an American gener- 
al had ever fought, in which a larger 
uninterrupted advance was made in 
one day than in any one day of the 
four years of war on the west front, 
in which more prisoners were taken 
than in any twenty-four hours of the 
war on the French front, in which a 
larger area of French territory was 
liberated than in any equal period 
since the lines stabilized in 1914. 

No “Second Day Story.” 

We shall do well to recognize the 
whole truth; we did not encounter 
picked German troops; we did not con- 
front such obstacles as Mangin’s army 
was fighting before St. Gobain. The 
enemy had prepared to leave the St. 
Mihiel district when he was attacked, 
and we are not to conclude that our 
troops are henceforth to prove irresist- 
ible wherever they strike or that they 
displayed a final mastery of modern 
warfare. To reach such conclusions is 
to open the way for future disappoint- 
ments and disillusionment. But we did 
more than any military man, Ger- 
man or allied, would have expected of 
an American army at this time last 
year, more than they expected when 
the offensive was planned, for we did 
all that could be expected at one bound. 
As they say in the newspaper world, 
there was no “second day story,” the 
thing was complete in the first chap- 


ter, perhaps the best short story of the 
whole four years of war. 

And we have a right to be proud, 
not for ourselves, but for our men, of- 
ficers and soldiers.

New York, September 22.—(Special.) 
'It is a natural but not less obvious mis- 
take to assign to the present campaign 
in the Balkans’ remote objectives and 
grandiose purposes. 

*The explanation of the sudden re- 
newal of operations on a considerable 
s¢ale after nearly two years of relative 
calm is to be found in the announce- 
ment that Bulgar troops have arrived 
behind the western front. As a result, 
and as an evidence of the admirable re- 
-sult of unity of command Foch directs 
Franchet D’Esperye to attack in Mace- 
(donia. If they are strong in France 
the Bulgars will be weak about Monas- 
tir. 

Purposes of the Drive. 
; In Macedonia the purposes of the al- 
ilied offensive are plain. These’ are: 
| First, to exert upon the Bulgar army, 
'weakened by transfer of divisions to 
, the west front, such pressure as will re- 
call the divisions sent away, produce 
defeat before the divisions can be re- 
called and add to the discontent, and ap- 
prehension existing in Bulgaria; sec- 
ond, by thrusting up the Cerna valley 
to cut the Bulgar communications in 
the lower Vardar valley, compelling a 
withdrawal from all the strong posi- 
'tions near the Greek frontier, which 
have been occupied for more than two 
preceded finally by breaking the commu- 
nications between the Vardar valley 
; and Monastir, by way of Prilep, to com- 
| pel the Bulgars to retire out of all of 

Macedonia, west of the Vardar, thus 
) disengaging Monastir and thrusting a 
wedge between the Bulgars in Mace- 
donia and the Austrians in Albania. So 
much for the military purposes. In ad- 
dition, the allies are now striving to 
get north and into communication with 
the Serbs of the conquered regions of 
Serbia and with the restless and dis- 
loyal Jugo-Slavs of the Austrian and 
Hungaran Adriatic provinces, to enable 
these to make ae successful rising 
against the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment. Not even the occupation of all 
of Serbia would interfere with Austro- 
German communication with Turkey 
and Bulgaria, because there would re- 
main the Rumanian and Rusatan rall- 
wavs reaching the Danube opposite the 
terminus of Bulagrian railways or 
touching the Black sea at Constanza 
and Odessa, but an allied advance 
| through Serbia might rouse Rumania, 
| Brutally oppressed by the German in- 
i vaders and already showing unmistak- 
| able signs of resentment. 

Serbs Carry Mountain Cresta. 

The gallant Serbs have attacked the 
Bulgars along the crests of the Very 
| mountains, which saw the high water 
mark of the allied offenstve éf 1916 
This was the thrust which retook Mon- 
agtir. They have captured the famous 
‘hights of Dobrofolyie, Vetretnik ‘and 
Sokol, which were the keystone of 
|Buigar defenses between Vardar 
land the heights west and northwest of 
; Monastir As a they 
aie broken clear through the Bulgar 
front and are pushing up the 
Cerna valley toward the Vardar. 

If the Serblan advance continues it 
will presently reach the Vardar valley, 
inear Kriviolek, the high-water mark

‘not only will the Bulgars have to re-

this point, but they will also have to 
pretire out of the Monastir plain upon 
Prilep and we may expect to see an al- 
lied thrust upward Prilep from 
Monastir. 

Success in the present offensive will 
thus immediately turn the Bulgears ou! 
of all the Macedonian country west of 
the Vardar as far north as Veles, and 
by interrupting the communications 
between the Macedonian and Albanian 
armies of the central powers compe! 
the latter to retire northward out of 
Albania, for it has no decent com- 
munications by way of the Adriatic 
‘seacoast. 

Such a double retirement will have 
political as well as military effects. 
Bulgaria will not quit the centra! 
group as long as she holds with their 
aid and consent her Macedonian con- 
quests of 1916. But if she loses these 
then she will be faced with a protrac- 
‘tion of the war and no likelihood of 
fturther reward, rather the certainty of 
greater losses. 

May Liberate Serbia. 


At the moment we have to watch the 
advance of Serb and allied forces down 


the Cerna toward the Vardar, the pos- 
sible capture of Prilep and the expul- 
sion of the Bulgars from all the trans- 
Vardar districts. This would consti- 
tute only the first, but still a very 
considerable step toward the liberation 
of Serbia. If the advance could be 
pushed up the Vardar as far as Uskub, 
it would mean the liberation of all of 
Serbian Macedonia from the Bulgars 
and wouid lay the foundation for a rea! 
campagn of Jugo-Slavic liberation next 
year, with Belgrade and the middle 
Danube as military objectives, and the 
opening of communications with the 
Austrian Serbs and Croats as the polit- 
ical objective. 

We must not expect too much in the 
Balkans this year, for the fighting sea- 
son is rapidly drawing to a close, and 
the snow will appear on the higher 
mountains in the next month. The real 
value of the new thrust is the eventful 
threat which it carries to one of the 
central powers, already weary of the 
war, and beginning to be disturbed by 
the long series of German defeats. 
But it is essential that we in America 
should be on our guard against a very 
real Bulgar propaganda existing in this 
country, which advocates buying off 
Bulgaria at the expense of Serbia and 
Greece. If this should happen Bulga- 
ria would be free to repeat her sev- 
eral acts of treachery, and Germathy 
would retain her actual dominion of 
the Balkans.

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RENT EVENTS FROM A WOMAN’S POINT OF VIEW 


By Isma Dooly 
The Girl Here and the Boy Over There—Women and the Liberty Loan—The Railroad School for Women—The Visiting N urse—Mrs. Goodhart Leads Georgia Y. W. C. A. 


The Girl Here-- 
The Soldier Over There. 


The thirty-six women who are “training” in the United States railroad 
administration school for ticket agents, in the Rhodes building, are in direct 
service to their country. 

They are training to take the places of men who have been called 
for army service, and’ they have been selected from among 3,000 applicants. 
The number of women in the class is limited because of the lack of space 
and the fact that no instructor will undertake more than thirty-six pupils 
at one time. 

The Atlanta ticket agent school is the second one established, the first 
in Washington city. The school here may be said to mark the beginning 
of a new efficiency of women in industry. 

Upon that new efficiency will be based woman’s part, not merely in 
her rank as a wage earner, but woman’s place in our national reconstruction 
which has begun. 

Elsewhere in this department of The Constitution this morning Mrs. 
Frank Neely, chairman of the department of woman in industry of the 
Fulton county unit, Council of Defense, calls attention to the significance 
of the school and the opportunity it offers not merely to the women them- 
selves, but the opportunity it affords men to utilize a materia] they have 
long neglected in industrial development. 

“Training, of course, is necessary to equip women for men’s places, and 
only just now are men beginning to know the fine material they have in 
women and to use them to the best advantage,” observes Mrs. Neely, as 
she commends to corporations and employers of labor the training schools 
being established by the United States railroad administration to make effi- 
cient workers of their new element of employees. 

The railroads had not time to experiment with cheap labor or those 
untrained women whom they might have employed at a paltry wage that 
would have assembled groups of inefficient workérs who generally develop 
into either of two kinds of employees, those menial in spirit, who become 
cowed by a consciousness of their own inefficiency; or those disgruntled 
in spirit, who unconsciously become imbued with a spirit akin to anarchy. 

The railroads, with their past experience with women as employees, 
have begun on the high and just plan of first giving them the chance to 
make good, by showing them how. 

The railroads, treating women as intelligent beings, are’ going to give 
those qualified to take the training the chance to get that training. 

Agaih quoting from Mrs. Neely: “The army has demonstrated the fact 
that they can with intensive training make officers of men in three months 
that formerly took five years at West Point, so we are going to show that 
we can train women to be first-rate ticket agents in 60 days.” 

The railroads, still maintaining the high standard in dealing with their 
new employees, will not only give them the training, but start them with 
the wage which efficiency merits. The economic value of this standard or 
principle is at once obvious, for both the employer and the employee are 
immediate beneficiaries. The woman employee gets the wage which her 
work justifies, and the employer gets the efficiency he is willing to pay for. 

Now it will be interesting to note how soon the vision will be broadened 
in all corporations and among those employers who are going to be largely 
dependent upon women as employees, and how soon these training schools 
making for the new efficiency are going to become a part of our industrial 
reconstruction. 

But while the Eternal Witness is standing to see that justice is done 
in this very vital matter of women being dealt with at last as individuals 
and compensated as such, there is another side to the problem, and that 
is the facing of the problem squarely by the young woman herself. 

She wants to work; she applies for the job, and definitely states what 
her wage must be, but in too many cases she has not the slightest idea 
of what her obligation is, not the slightest realization that she is entirely 
untrained for the job she asks. 

With her only baggage in hand she goes from the train to the president 
of the railroad and tells him: “I see you are going to pay high wages for 
women ticket agents? I want to be one.” 

“Experience?” 

“No, I haven’t any, but T know I.could do what the man does in our rafl- 
road station in Blue Bird Valley; he just sells ’em and gets the money.” 

Or she goes to the biggest national bank in the capital city, asks for 
the man in charge, tells him she would like to go into the banking busi- 
ness, her only knowledge of a bank being that of her mother’s stocking. 

She goes to the editor for “editorial work only,” quoting as her accom- 
plishment a poem by her entitled “A Soldier’s Love, ” published in the weekly 
paper owned by her father. 

She goes to the commander of the nearest post or cantonment hos- 
pital, entirely innocent of the science of medicine, of the meaning of dis- 
ease, or the reality of human nature, and asks to be assigned to duty as 
nurse in the psychiatric ward. 

In peace these incidents might be humorous and passed on, and the 
unknowing and untutored, honest young woman dealt with as still belonging 
on the unsteady pedestal of the ornamental. 

But this very young woman, all youth and enterprise, and desirous 
to work, represents one of the nation’s greatest assets today. Of her is 
expected not only that she shall remain the woman in her essential] vocation, 
but that she shall shoulder a part of the burden'of our reconstruction even 
in its industrial ,department. 

Her problem must not only be met bY the corporation and the employer 
who needs her and who is going to gtve her a chance to learn how to do 
efficiently what she wants to do, but on the other hand, the spirit of it all 
must be brought to the young woman, and she must be informed what train- 
ing is, and why she must have it. 

Here again this girl problem at another angle goes back to the home 
to the school and to the social agency for the initial solving. 

7 Never before was the need greater for every girl of school age to be kept 
up to her school work, as only the parent can do it, for in every department 
of work she goes into, every questionnaire put to her is first and foremost, 
“Have you a commen school education?” With that education a girl has 
her first chance.to take any form of training being offered to. women today. 

She should further be followed up’ by the school influences, which should 
take on more and more the training of girls for life rather than for commu- 
nity prominence.

“When President Wilson included the 


Young Women’s Christian association 


among the seven welfare organizations 
in the united war work campaign, he did 
it because he knew the big part the 
‘Y. W.’ is. taking in the winning of the 
war,” said Mrs. E. H. Goodhart, chair- 
man for Georgia, Y. W. C..A., in the 
united campaign. 

“Tt has come to be recognized by the 
most. unimaginative factory owners 
everywhere that anything which con- 
tributes to physical comfort and an 
atmosphere of cheer—a healthy body 
and mind—among women industrial 
workers, also increases their efficiency 
and the output of the factory. 

‘(More than two million women in the 
United States are now engaged in the 
war industries, and in speeding yp war 
materials the value of a high morale 
among them is not hard to understand. 
To raise this morale, and to keep it 
up,.is one part of the war work of the 
‘Blue Triangle.’ 

“The ‘Y. W.’ ‘huts’ are bringing a 
little warmth and beauty, too, into the 
colorless life of the women in muni- 
tion plants overseas, as well as in 
America. ° 

“President Wilson was prompted also 
by a broader vision—that same vision 
which is bringing women of all denom- 
inations, all interests, and all sections 
of the country into the work of the 
Y. W. C. A. war council. 


“To preserve the standards of Ameri- | 
can womanhood, threatened by the de-' 


moralizing conditions of war times, and: 
to keep the girls and women, forced by | 
necessity or patriotism into new and 
uncongenial environment, on that plane, 
physical, social and moral, which must 
be maintained for the sake of the fu- 
ture of the race, the destiny of the! 
nation, is the real mission of the ‘Blue: 
Triangle’ in its war program. 

“Our biggest purpose is to give the, 
American girl the same protection, to} 
provide similar means for her welfare, 
which the American soldier is enjoying, | 
at the instigation of the government, 
and with the full and free support of 
the American people. 

‘On the American girl, no less than! 
on the American soldier, rests the re- 
sponsibility of our country’s future. 
The war work of the assoctation is to 
help in keeping her worthy to bear 
that responsibility. 

Y. W. C. A. War Program. 

“Our war work is almost as 
in kind as it is voluminous. 

“Its most familiar feature to the 
American public is the hostess house, 
the ‘heart of the camp,’ which the Y. W. 
is now conducting tn more than eighty 
American camps. Everybody who has 
a soldier in the family knows’what the

“With this fact registered, and the 


registered, there should be no doubt 
that the women of the sixth federal re- 
serve district will not only repeat their 
successes of the last drive, but go far 
‘over the top,’ in this:the fourth drive 
upon which so much depends at home 
and abroad,” was a statement issued 
by Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin this week. 


“T have attended state conferences in 
Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana, and the attendance 
of the women, their personnel, and the 
reports made by them was an inspira- 
tion. It is remarkable to note the in- 
terest of the women in the work, their 
easy acceptance of responsibility and 
their familiarity, not merely with the 
Liberty loan as it represents a patri- 
otic movement, but the fluency in 
which they grasp the subject as related 
to business and economics in these un- 
easy days of the war crisis. 

“I have been impressed with the fact 
that there are many women in the 
south today who command their own 
money and estates, and are therefore 
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personally able to give.

“Nobody can doubt the advisability , 
of bonds as an investment in war times 


for both men and women, but more 
especially for women who in many 
cases are not trained in all the busi- 
ness intricacies involved when money 
is invested in those enterprises which 
pay large rates of interest, but upon 
which a steady and trained business eye 
must be kept. 

“In pushing the campaign I cannot 
stress too strongly the value of the 
four-minute speakers. 

“The music of the human voice can 
go farther than any other influence in 
passing on the patriotic word. Mrs. 
W. S. Jennings, chairman of the Florida 
woman's Liberty Loan committee, has 
in her speakers’ bureau the best men 
and women speakers who are touring 
the state epeaking in the interest of 
the woman's Liberty Loan drive.” 


Mrs. Fitzpatrick Talks. 


Following the state conference of the 
woman’s Liberty Loan workers of Geor- 
gia, held in Atlanta, September 11, Mrs. 
Z. 1! Fitzpatrick, chairman of the Geor- 
gia committee, expressed great satis- 
faction in the success of the meeting. 
“T have attended many meetings of 
Georgia women,-and I have seen them 
promote and put through excellent 
work, but this last Liberty Loan meet- 
ing more surely reached the ideal of 
the democracy of women’s work than 
any previous oné, for we had women 
delegates representing virtually every 
county in the state, and virtually every 
type of woman—those interested in the 
professions, in business, those long ac- 
customed to public work, and those for 
the first time leaving the quietude of 
the home to engage in their first patri- 
otic work,” was the statement of Mrs.

And training, of course, is neces- 
sary to equip women for men’s places, 
and only just now are men beginning 
to know the fine material they have 
in women and to use them to the best 
advantage. The finest exemplification 
of the training of women is found in 
the Rhodes building in Atlanta, where 
the United States railroad adminitsra- 
tion have established a school for tick- 
et agents in the Seaboard Air Line 
branch of the service. Mr. Fred Geisler 
is conducting the school, of which he 
is justly proud and enthusiastic. 


Thirty-six Hundred Applicants, 


There was only room for 36 women 
in the. school, which group was 
chosen out of 3,600 applicants, so eager 
are women to take their places. Three 
of the accepted number were sent to 
Mr. Geisler by the women’s division of 
the Federal State Employment, of 
which Miss Claire Giles is manager. 

As you enter the class room the first 
thing you note is the earnest and in- 
tent attitude of the women seated at 
tables much as at school. In front of 
them on the platform is the instructor 
and back of him a blackboard on which 
is a map of the center of Atlanta, the 
stations in the city and train lines go- 
ing out from the different terminals 
and the names of the principal cities to.

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AMERICAN U-BOAT CHASERS LITTLE BUT DANGEROUS 


Tiny Craft Brave 
Ocean Under Own 
Power and Begin Hunt 
For Enemy Sub- 
marines Without a 
Moment’s Loss. 


With the United States navy, at & 
Mediterranean base (by U. 8. Naval 
Courier), August 15-——Having crossed 
the western ocean on their own, six 
American submarine chasers came 
bobbing into his majesty’s' dockyard 
here this morning and tied up six deep 
out at his majesty’s Getached mole, for 
chasers are much too young to be tied 
up alone like grown-up ships. One 
could see them across the dockyard 
from the landing—six little masts in 
a row, with the Stars and Stripes fiy- 
ing aft and the Jack for’d; their decks 
cluttered with bedding and gasoline 
drums; a white “SC” coupled with a 
white number on the blue-gray hull of 
the outboard chaser, and a couple of 
tall seamen diving naked from beside 
the depth-charges aft. 

An hour after they tied up, three of 
them began getting their fill of moth- 
er’s milk—gallons of refined gasoline 
apiece, carried aboard in five-galion 
tins, the empty tins afterward to be 
boxed two in a erate, for you can’t 
throw anything away here. At the 
same time, the two outboard chasers 
cast off and one went on the ways for 
a matter of a few opened seams. And 
about noon, after straightening out the 
angle-iron athwartship in his little en- 
gine room which had buckled against 
the mother ship while fuelling at sea, 
United States Submarine Chaser 987 
sent the wherry over to the landing to 
ask the flag office about pumping the 
bilges. The flag office promptly told

them to go outside if they had to pump 
bilges and -the wherry came back 
blushing all over. 

So after chow, they hauled down the 
red mea] flag from the port yard, ad- 
vised an inbound British four-stacker 
with a couple of pipes from their air 
whistle that they were intending to 
turn to port, and passed out of the 
dockyard with the exhaust spitting and 
a red-eyed chief machinist’s mate stick- 
ing his head up through the engine- 
room hatch like a gopher sniffing the 
air at the top of his hole. 

And every ship in the dockyard fly- 
ing the same Stare and &tripes that 
U. &. &. C. 987 fliee—leviathan craft of 
as many as nine and ten hundred tons 
—watched to see how much they rolled. 
For everybody takes a second look at 
the chaeers. Even their crews have 
no fault to find with them (although 


ithey haven't been in them more than 


eix weeks, a circumstance which may 
explain this curious condition). 

For the chasers stand for an im- 
mediate offensive. 

In a day when practically everything 
eleae over here is engaged in the de- 
fensive business of escorting convoys 
of merchantment, the chasers are com- 
ing over to be turned loose scot-free 
on our friends, the enemy.

But the trouble with 
escort duty is that your supreme con- 
sideration must be the safety of your 
convoy, and what they all sigh for 
over here is a duty on which you'll 
have no lubberly convoy to worry 
about, on which you'll have nothing 
to do but to get a hand into the 
killing.

In this day of 33- 
knot destroyers, it hasn't the speed 
which the name chasers might imply. 
On two of ite three gas engines, it 
can do 11 or 12 knots. On all three, it 
can’t do much more. And you can’t 
walk up to a fast-mooring periscope 
for the purpose of hanging your hat 
on it, unless you have @ good deal more 
speed yourself. 
A Serap Worth Watching. 

It mounts a three-inch gun forward 
with a couple of Colt guns (for despite 
the submarine the gun remains the 
basis of sea-warfare), and it has a few 
Springfield rifles handy in the maga- 
zine. What a detachment of chasceré 
with this armament would‘ be able to 
accomplish against a submarine on the 
surface, remains to be seen. It-would 
probably be a scrap worth watching, 
for chasers and submarines are the 
‘worst gun platforms in all the navy, 
and the chances are that they would 
shoot up the sky and sea for miles 
around. But the chasers would have 
this advantage; that it is not necessary 
to score a hit on a submarine to make 
it submerge. At long as your shells 
fall short, a submarine will blasb away 
at you, but the instant you drop‘a shell 
beyond him, see how many second it 
takes him to stow guns, secure hatches 
and submerge. And with the enemy 
submerged, the chasers will have him 
where they want him. His speed is 
then reduced to eight knots and, in 
theory at least, all that remains is 
to get on top of him, drop 800 pounds 
and wait for a survivor to come up 
for use aa evidence at the base. 

In an anti-submarine warfare, in 
which the element of visibility ia lost, 
the element of sound is utilised as a 
means of securing the enemy's position. 
It is nothing peculiar to the chasers. 
All submarines are fitted with listening 
devices (enemy submarines use them 
to locate convoys passing under the 
horizon), and certain surface craft also 
have listeners. So that the 200 Amer- 


fean chasers now operating from bases

through the war gone, have become 
the ears of the fleet. 

Of all the wobbly little warcraft that 
fly the Gtars and Stripes in the war 
sone, the chasers are the smallest. 

They have no bridge, but a pilot- 
house with a blue bulb and a hand 
wheel (no guch luxury as steam steer- 
ing gear to the chasers!), Their crow’s 
‘nest is low above the sea. They are 
so cramped fer room that they have 
ne companionways, only ladders up the 
bulheads to the hatches, and their 3- 
inch folds up on its mount like an 
anti-aircraft gun. 

They are coming over in detach- 
ments with “Surge” and the paymas- 
ter on the mothership, and the entire 
detachment divMed into divisions of 
six chasers each, under division com- 
manders who are usually i-stripers, 
but who sometimes wear as many as 1% 
stripes. And each division is split 
into two groups of three chasers 
each, commanded by the senior l-atrip- 
er of the three. 

And each chaser oarries a i-striper in 
command with a junior i-striper for 
am executive officer. (What does the 
exec do on a chaser? The buying 
among other things). For instance, 
the captain of U. &S. 8. 8. C. 987 was 
graduated a year ago last June from 
Lehigh university, took the three- 
month course at Annapolis, which gave 
him hia anchor, and last December was 
given his command. He had mon- 
keyed around sailing boats for a good

now he was a captain and he had an 
executive officer with his first mus- 
tache, whose given name was Fred, 
and a crew who saluted him and said, 
“Sir” when he first got up in the 
morning. True, a chaser captain has 
no orderly, and if pe has a quarter 
deck, {t is likely to be full of gaso- 
line drums with double lashings on 
them; and instead of a cabin, he lives 


in a suitcase and bunks across the 
officers’ quarters from his exec (when 
there isn’t a pool of sea water in his 
bunk). When I was through talking 
to him this afternoon out at the de- 
tached mole, he pulled the wherry 
alongside, took up the oars and rowed 
me to the landing himself. Lying at 
the base here, he said he needed the 
exercise, 
Reute te Prometicn. 

But he has his first command, and 
officers who are now three-and-four- 
stripers will commend the command 
route to you, if you go in for a navy 
career. Get a command, they say. If 
it’s only command of a chaser. But 
get a command, . 

The men in his crew include a 
bos’n’'s mate, & gunners mate, a cox’n, 


a quartermaster, eight seamen ratings, | 


a chief machinist’s mate and a black 
gang of five others, two radio men, 
and cook. Being the smallest of the 
naval craft, the chasers are the most 
uncomfortable for officers and crew. 
They are almost as uncomfortable as 
a submarine. Almost. 


If there is anything about them 
worse than their wetness, it is their 
engine room. It is slippery with oil, 
blue with gas fumes and hot, and when 
its little hatch is battened down, it 
has no ventilation. If you're rolling 
more than 80 degrees (and chasers with 
the luzury of a clinometer, have regis- 
tered a 55-degree roll), your exhaust 
begins to ship it and you have to keep 
your central engine on neutral to close 
the exhaust. Thereafter the water you 
ship is through the deck and the bat- 
tened down hatch. And when the sea 
water gets to your igniter tips, your 
engines begin to miss and you've got 
to quit hanging onto the angle iron 
and go reeling against the engines to 
the work bench after new igniter tips. 
Even in @ smooth sea, the engine room 
ie so full of furmes that, although two 
machinist’s mates are supposed to stand 
a four-hour watch in it, in practice 


the watch is split and at the end of 
two hours, one comes up on deck to! 


get some air and the other goes below 
to stand the rest of the watch. 

As for her motion, she rolis at the 
mole. And at sea, she acts up to such 
@ degree that the lookout can stand @ 
watoh of only an hour and twenty min- 
utes. She weighs 80 tons and instead 
of cutting through the seas, she goes 
to side-slipping down them. If the 
sea is smooth, she has an easy motion 
and she doesn’t ship anything. And if 
the sea ig rotgh, you can’t sleep in 
her fo’c’stle for the sheer noise of the 
pounding seas and the working of the 
ship; you have to live on hardtack and 
cold beans; and she takes water every- 
where. 

She carries some fresh water, and 
when U. 8S. & & C. 987 left the rendes- 
vous coming over from home, she 4)l- 
ed her tanks, her hot water system, her 
coffee pots, canteena, buckets and cups 
with fresh water, but the extra supply 


was used up in two days and thereaft-, 


er she had no fresh water, except to 
drink. You can't shave with salt wa- 
ter, for shaving soap won't lather in 
it and navy salt water soap will take 
the skin off. You can’t wash in it, 
for it merely grinds the dirt into the 
skin. The cook, however, made por- 
ridge with it. Did you ever taste salt- 
water porridge? It’s all right. 

Yet, for all the discomfort of the 
chasers, I have known officers on large 
and steady craft engaged in escorting 
convoys, offer to give up their commis- 
sions to get on these little fellows, 
simply because the chasers promise an 
offensive. 


Made at navy and private yards at 
home, the chasers have profited by the 
experience of the British, Russian and 
Italian ML’s (motor launches), although

CHAPTER XX 
WILL THERE BE A GERMAN 
REVOLUTION? 


Prophesying is a rash undertaking 
at best; in these cataclysmic times it 
approaches rank presumption. 

Nevertheless, the danger of attempt- 
ing to penetrate the curtain of the fu- 
ture lies principally, I imagine, in the 
- difficulty of understanding the pres 
ent: The more accurate our knowl- 
edge of prevailing conditions, at any 
rate, the easier it becomes to estimate 
their probable consequences. 

Our views as to the future may 
preve unsound, of course, 20 matter 
how correctly we gauge the present, 
but certain it is that if we start out 
with an inadequate knowledge of the 
present we shall make a sad mess of 
it when we attempt to appraise the 
future. 

To foresee the Germany of tomor- 
row, then, we must first understand 
the Germany of today, and although 
I may not be able to offer much of 
value in the way of prophecy, I feel 
that I ought to be able to describe 
with some degree of accuracy the 
conditions which prevailed in Germa- 
ny up to the time I left early in 1918. 

The twentieth century has seen such 
radical changes in world conditions, 
views and aspirations, that I am afraid 
history will prove but a poor guide 
to the future. In the past few cen- 
turies, Germany has experienced sev- 
eral more or less serious social rev- 
olutions, but it would be dangerous to 
predicate very much upon those abor 
tive uprisings. 

History does not furnish us, howev- 
er, with many illustrations of the long- 
suffering character of the German y 
people. The dull record of their 
servility is relieved. only here and 
there by a flash of that spirit of in- 
dependence and love of freedom which 
bas ever been the glory and distin- 
guishing trait of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

We get a glimpse of this spirit in 
the uprising of the peasants of Ger- 
many in the seventh century, when 
their privations brought on what was 
known as “The Peasants’ War.” With 
pitchforks and scythes, they warred on 
the military and nobility, and their 
desperation and sense of injustice so 
augmented the power of their crude 


weapons that it was only after the: 


bloodiest fighting that they were van- 
. guished in the unequal conflict. 

Very little was accomplished in the 
way of social pfogress throughout the 
seventeenth century because of the 
long series of wars which devastated 
the continent at that period. It was 
estimated that by 1650. no less than 
70 per cent of the German people had 
perished through the ravages of war, 
pestilence and famine. 

The principles of republicanism, 
brought to the fore by the French rev- 
olution, took root in Germany and 
bore fruit in 1832 in the shape of a 
rather formidable uprising. No less 
than 30,000.men gathered at Hambach, 
in the Palatinate, to demand emanci- 
pation, but Bavarian troops quelled 
the rebellion and similar uprisings in 
Frankfort, Bremen, Cassel and Sax- 
ony were likewise suppressed. 


REVOLT OF 
1848 RECALLED. 

PerhAps the most ambitious revolu- 
tion in the annals of Germany was that 
of 1848, when the spirit of democracy 
was rife throughout Europe. Berlin 
and Vienna fell to the populace, but 
the triumph was short-lived. General 
Wrangel subdued’ the uprising, and 
Prussian troops soon disposed of other 
rebellions throughout the empire. One 


of the effecta of the demonstration | 


was to secure a constitution for Prus- 
sia, but no sooner was the menace of 
the révolution allayed than the consti- 
tution was withdrawn—which, of 
course, was typieal of Prussian state 
craft. ey 

But even this comparatively recent 
indication of a spirit of independence 
in the German people is of little sig- 


cause of the fact that such ideas have 
not gained ground since. 

When the war broke out in 1914, the 
kaiser had behind him a united people 
who gloried in his power and were pre- 
pared to follow wherever his ambitions 
might lead. I do not mean for a mo- 
ment to intimate that there were not 
many in Germany who were and are as 
keen for democracy as any individuals

To what extent the people believed 
the official explanation of the purpose 
of the war, I am not in a position to 
say. . Many undoubtedly accepted it 
at its face value, and gloried in the 
prospect of Germany’s triumpi. The 
better informed, knowing that every 
port in the world was open to German 
boats and that, in fact, 80 per cent 
of the German foreign trade was with 
Anglo-Saxon nations, must have been 
at a loss to understand what was 
meant by the “freedom ofthe seas” 
which Germany was so anxious to se- 
cure. 

But whether they saw through their 
government’s pretenses or not, prac- 
tically every German in the country 
went into the war with a will, deter- 
mined to uphold German might and 
establish the national principle of 
“Deutschland uber alles!”

the early years of the war. 

When, however, the food shortage 
began to grow to serious proportions 
and the people were put on such mea- 
ger rations that the pangs of hunger 
and the ravages of disease became a 
constant reminder of the war and its 
consequences, a spirit of unrest be- 
came noticeable.

‘he Mnglish fleet and opened the Ger- 
man ports, and together with the Zep- 
pelins brought England to her knees? 
Why does the war, which was to be 
over in three months, now enter its 
third year? Why are we pressing into 
Russian and French territory if our 
only object is to defend our borders? 
Why are we suffering for lack of food 
and clothing, if we are winning in the 
field? 


QUESTIONS. 

By the time America came into the 
war, in April, 1917, conditions had 
become very bad from an economic 
standpoint and the murmuring of the 
people was becoming more pro- 
nounced. People were now not only 
asking questions; they were begin- 
ning to insist upon answers. Strikes 
were breaking out all over the coun- 
try. Robbery and bribery were never 
sO rampant in the history of the na- 
tion. The birth-rate had declined at

“I have a friend at the University 
j of Heidelberg,” said another.

“Some months ago this professor 
told me that his eldest boy was with- 
in a few months of military age but 
he was so under-nourished that if he 
were pulled into the army he would 
never be able to stand the strain of 
active training. They took him just 
the same, and two months later he 
died. A few months after that, the 
youngest child became sick from un- 
der-nourishment and he died, too. 
Then the mother collapsed from 
grief and starvation and when she 
was taken to the hospital, the profes- 


died in such alarming numbers that 
play was beginning to be hinted 
at. Less mouths to feed meant less of 
a burden on the nation as a whole, 
and it was quite in accord with the 
German idea that the weak should be 
sacrificed for the sake of the strong. 
How much worse internal condi- 
tions might get without bringing 
about a serious conflict between the 
hunger-crazed war-suffering civilians 
and the duthorities, it was impossible 
definitely to say, but it was quite evi- 
dent that no disturbance could ever 
accomplish anything for the libera- 
tion of the people from the yoke of 
militarism while the army remained 
loyal. Underfed and wunhequipped, 
what could the civilian population, 
made up as it was of the aged, the 
infirm and the immature youth of the 
land, accomplish against the veterans 
of the German army? A successful 
revolt against the organized military 
forces would be out of the question. 


The weak point in the foundation 
upon which the German empire rests 
today lies, in my opinion, in the fact 
that the loyalty of the people has 
been retained by deception and mis- 
representation.

To me its meaning was very obvi- 
ous. It confirmed an idea that I had 
long held:- that Harden was being 
used by the government to fool the 
people. If the government had had 
any serious hope of being able to re 
tain Belgium, it would certainly 
never have allowed Harden, in his 
suppressed journal, to advocate its re- 
lease. Realizing, however, that in 
view of the turn things have taken, 
Germany will have to give up Bel- 
gium, it was necessary to begin to 
reconcile the German people to that 
untoward development. How could it 
accomplish that purpose better than 
by making the suggestion through the 
lips of Harden? When the time 
comes for Germany to offer to restore 
Belgium as part of the peace terms, 


it will now be able to say that it was 
Maximilian Harden, one of the 
spokesmen for the people, who ad- 
vocated it. 7 

Compare this latest utterance of 
Harden’s in relation to Belgium with 
& paragraph he wrote in December, 
1914: 


“Now we know what the war is 
for. It is to hoist the storm flag of 
the empire on the narrow channel 
that opens and locks the road into 
the ocean. ’ We shall remain in 
the Belgian Netherlands, to which we 
shall add the thin strip of coast up to 
the rear of Calais. . From Calais 
to Antwerp, Flanders, Limburg, Bra-

lace would be helpless, because the 
rank and file will follow their officers 
like sheep, as a general rule. 

One of the soldiers who had been 
fighting on the Carpathian front came 
back on a furlough, and what he told 
me illustrates very clearly the iron 
discipline which prevails in the Ger- 
man ranks. 


“One night we were told to go ‘over 
the top’ early in the morning,” he said. 
“All we had had to eat that day was 
a small piece of black bread. We told. 
our officers that we would refuse to 
budge out of the trenches unless we 
received decent food. Our threats 
were ignored, but that night we were 
given another small piece of black 
bread. Still we grumbled and insisted 
that we would refuse to fight unless 
we were properly fed. The hour ar- 
rived for the advance, and when the 
signal was given, hungry and angry as 
we were, we clambered over the top 
like a flock of sheep and went forward 
at the command of our officers as we 
had always done!” 

As long as the officers remain 
atanch to the kaiser, therefore, little 
may be expected in the way of a suc- 
cessful revolution, no matter how dis- 
contented and rebellious the people at 
large may grow, but I believe that the 
time will surely come when the offi- 
cers themselves will turn against their 
government. 


There may be two revolutions. The 
civilians, consisting of women, old 
men and youths and others who have 
not been called into the army, may 
rise up, but their effort will be in vain. 
The defeat of such an uprising, how- 
ever, may be the signal for a greater 
cne in which a portion of the army 
itself will take part, and then a civil 
war will result which will have no 
counterpart in the world’s history.

Is it not a strange fact that when! 


the German cause was triumphant 
and Hohenzollernism wags at the 
height of its arrogance, we find Har- 
den advocating the retention of Bel- 
gium, but when the power of America 
and the growing strength of the allies 
has turned the scale in the fourth 
year of the war and the future of 
Germany never looked so dismal, we 
find this same people’s spokesman 
demanding that Belgium be returned? 
Can there be any doubt at all that 
Harden is speaking to the people for 
the government—not from the people 
to the government? 

As another slight indication of the 
connection between Harden and the 
throne, | recall that one of my col- 
leagues in Berlin, an American, was 
the only one who did not have to re- 
main in his home at night and no re- 
strictions were placed upon his move 
ments. He simply had to register at 
police headquarters once a week. 

| asked him how it was that he was 
so favored and he told me that Har- 
den, who was a patient of his, had 
written a letter to the ko 
asking. them to release this American 
from the requirements in question, 
and that the request had been 
granted immediately. 

For a man who Is apparently such 
an enemy to Hohenzolliernism, this 
editor certainly seems to wield con- 
siderable influence among the mill- 
tary authorities. 


PEOPLE 


LONG SUFFERING. 
The German people are long suf- 


fering, but they will not stand impo- 
sition. When they learn the truth, I 
fully believe they will turn upon the 
leaders who have so wickedly and so 
consistently deceived them. 

But how will they be able to prevail 
against the German mailed fist? If 
their emancipation depenied upon 
their overthrowing the army, I should 
view their future with the utmost ap- 
prehension, but I believe the end will 
come with the co-operation of the 
army. 

The part that the army plays in a 
revolution depends entirely upon the 
attitude of the officers. So long as 


the government has misrepresented 
actual conditions. 

If the German officers consisted en- 
tirely of men of the old school—men 
who were willing to fight for fight- 
ing’s sake and who would rather con- 
‘tinue the war until the last German 
had dropped than to give in—we could 
not look for much in this direction. 

But the ravages of war have dis- 
posed of a large percentage of these 
bred-in-the-bone officers and their 
places have been taken by civillans 
who have been raised from the ranks. 
Therein lies the hope of a successful 
revolution. 

When these civilian officers, who at 
heart are still civilians, and despite 
their exalted positions are no different 
essentially from the men they lead, be- 
come convinced that the German cause 
is not only wrong but hopeless, they 
are apt to listen to the grumblings of 
their men and side with them. Then 
the break will come. 

I will not venture a guess as to 
when that will be, but I feel sure that 
it will certainly come about. Fortified 
by a large portion of the army, the 
German people will at last turn on 
their rulers and destroy the throne 
and the whole Hohenzollerna regime. 

In this connection I recall a proph- 
ecy made early in the war by an hon- 
ored colleague of mine, of Dresden, an 
American dentist who had lived and 
practiced in Germany for forty years 
and understood the German .people 
and their rulers as well, perhaps, as 
any man alive. He was a leader of 
his profession and a man whose judg- 
ment on all things was most accurate. 
He was in close contact with many 
leading figures of the German nobil- 
ity. 

“Germany will lose the war becaiise 
her cause is-wrong,” he declared, “Bhe 
will fight it through to the bitter end 
until the foundations of the empire are 
absolutely destroyed!” 

The foundations of Hohenzollernism 
will be destroyed, no doubt, but when 
the German people realise what dupes 
they have been and reveal @ 
embrace the blessings of 
it is possible that the world at 
may be willing to accept 
again in the family of nations. 

Germany's deliverance lies in the 
hands of the people. “The truth shall

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With the American Army Near 
Soissons, August 29.—One morning 
in the field near Vierzy, we saw an 
American soldier dead. The stretch- 
er-bearers were too busy with the 
wounded, so no one had covered his 
face, and the open eyes were pale 
blue and the waxen cheeks were 
freckled, the forehead was high and 
‘the features e and gentle. He 
may have been, who knows, a ditch 
digger or a poet, at home, but it 
doesn’t matter. He had died nobly. 


On the gas mask which lay at his 
side he had written in purple indel- 
ible pencil: “For God and Human- 
ity.” 

That same afternoon we looked 
into the valley of the damned. We 
came down @ road like the Horse- 
shoe curve on the railroad line he 
tween Philadelphia and Pittsburg, 
and a similar hollow was covered 
from end to end by a grey and un- 
dulating mass, like a great settling 
of foul birds on carrion. 

Approaching, we found the Ger- 
man prisoners. Some were sprawl- 
ing on the ground, some crouching, 
others standing, stooped and shift- 
ing their legs, many sitting comfor- 
tably. They filled the inner barbed 
wire stockade, the ground about it, 
the slopes of the converging hills, 
thousands of them, and at the rim of 
the crude circle a few French sol- 
diers and oficers sat on horses and 
a few American military police 
stood by. 


BOTH PITIFUL 
AND AMUSING. 

Starved, dusty-faced, bedraggled, 
their clothes soiled and torn, their 
mildness, their meekness, their hu- 
mility may have made them subject 
for pity for anyone who is inclined 
to pity; laughter for anyone who 
suddenly remembered the vaunted 
reputation of the Germans as fight- 

rs; hatred for anyone who had seen 

hat American boy, waxen, dead, be 
fore the German machine gun pit 
near Vierzy. . 

Seven hundred of the prisoners 
were Prussians, a remnant of the de- 
feated 28th division. There were a 
number of officers who tried to look 
fierce and succeeded in looking ridic- 
ulous, hut all the rest were so ser- 
vile and cringing it made one sick 
at the stomach. At an ordinary gaze 
‘of curiosity from an American 
doughboy they’ seemed to grow 
smaller and fade away. 

The French captain who had com- 
mand of this stockade ordered the 
bread to be brought up.’ A wave of 
animation passed through the _ val- 
ley. Every prisoner got up. Not 
one had eaten in three days—some 
were no doubt maddened by hun- 
ger. They made a rush for the 
bread. 


MADE TO WAIT 
FOR THEIR FOOD. 

“Grrrrrrrr-N—” 

It was gutteral and inarticulate, 
like a growl from some wild animal, 
and it came from the German ser- 
geant who knew French and who 
had been chosen by the French of- 
ficer to assist him. The growl was 
directed at the hungry prisoners 
who had rushed for the bread. It 
was a word of command. 

In a second these brave Germans 
had subsided. The bread lay be 
fore them, but they were standing 
where they were stopped, their 
heads bowed, and their eyes pop- 
ping. But they made not another 
move and waited patiently for the 
chance to break their enforced fast 
of three days. 

Then they got their hunk of 
bread and held it until the word 
from their sergeant permitted them 
to begin eating. Such is discipline 
in the German army. 

A few minutes later the French 
officer spoke to the German  seér- 
geant. The German stood stiffly at 
attention, saluted, took three steps 
backward before turning round, then 
shouted his commands in a terror- 
izing voice to the prisoners. He got 
them into line, he marched them out 
of the cage, and then he drew them 
up as if for an iron cross ceremony 
before a Hindenburg. 

It was perfect discipline, the more 
noteworthy because,it was a demon- 
stration from starved men and pris- 
oners. Perfect, yes, but if this had 
been in Belgium in 1914 or in 1918, 
and the next command from the ri- 
diculous sergeant had been: Fix 
bayonets. Kill’ the babies. Shoot 
down the old men,” it was conceiv- 
able that this disciplined mass would 
have gone through with it without a 
waver. 

When the last company had been 
shown off by the little German ser- 
geant, the French captain mounted 
his horse, the American military po- 
liceman fell in on the flanks, the col- 
umn moved out in a cloud of dust. 

And we who had been at Vierzy 
that morning saw again the. open 
pale blue eyes staring at the sun, 
-the waxen freckled cheeks of the

THE MARNE. 


With the American ' Army in 


France, August 29.—Flannery has '§ 


crossed the Marne again. 


He did it once in June, then again 
in July, and now in August he made 
his third trip over, and in these 
three crossings there is aie story 
which is great in history and another 
story of American heroism and of 
typical American courage and endu- 
rance and—but it needs no adjec 
tives, for here is the action: 


May—The German offensive. 


June—Germans stopped at Marne 
by American forces. Flannery ral- 
lies cooks, orderlies and wounded 
and holds the south bank. Swims 
Marne and rescues wounded French- 
man on German side. Gets Croix de 
Guerre and bronz palm. 


July—Allied counter offensive. 
Flannery first to lead company over 
Marne. Gets Distinguished Service 
Cross from General Pershing. 


August .— Germans § retreating 
across the Vesle. Flannery takes and 
passes physical examination for 
captaincy. Crosses the Marne in an 
automobile. |

The German offensive of May 27 
swept into Chateau-Thierry on May 
31, and the sector from Chateau- 
Thierry eastward was held by the 
American division of which Flannery 
commanded a company. On the first 
day of June the Germans by a con- 
centration of guns which Frenchmen 
say was greater tnan at Verdun, they 
attacked the American positions, ef- 
fectively destroying every depot, ev- 
ery kitchen, every water tank, kill- 
ing the horses, putting many guns 
out of action, causing numerous cas- 
ualties to the men who were refug- 
ing in dugouts hastily constructed. 


AMERICANS 


HOLD FAST. 

But the Americans, without food 
or water, without adequate artillery 
protection, with their ranks depiet- 
ed, would not give an inch this 
side of the Marne. Then came the 
er that the Germans were cross- 
ng. 
Flannery’s line was at Fossoy—a 
critical point. When the report of 


the supply lines, he called out the 
engineers, the cooks who had noth- 
ing to cook, the orderlies, the trench 
mortar units and the odds and ends’ 
of any and all combatant outfits he| 
could find. He himself took up a| 
rifle and led the way. 


In a temporary field hospital 
Flannery found 120 wounded men. 

“The Germans are crossing the 
Marne,” he announced to them. “If 
there are any slightly wounded— 
wounded in the legs or arms, will 
you volunteer to go back?” 

Forty men went from that hospi- 
Several more volunteered, but 


on account of serious‘ wounds. But 
forty went and helped hold the line 
with the engineers and the cooks 
and the orderlies which Flannery 
rounded up to supplement his com- 
pany. | 

The Germans didn’t cross. 

For several weeks the Germans 
remained on the north bank, firing 
continually at any man or thing 
that moved on the south bank It 
was on the morning of June 3 that 
a man dragged himself to the Ger- 
man side and called and made mo 
tions to the American side. 


What happened next was a fusil- 
lade from the American bank. The 
stranger disappeared in the woods 
and the Americans watched for him 
to reappear. He did, and again he 
was fired on. The Americans had 
met too many German traps of this 
nature. 

The third time the man on the 
German side showed himself there 
was a French liason officer with 
the Americans, and he believed he 
heard shouts in French. He went 
to the edge of the Marne and as- 
sured himself that the man opposite 
was talking French. The tale shout- 


ed across the river sounded’ prob- 


teeth, and, after having stripped and 
tied a rope around himself, he slid 
silently into the Marne and swam 
for the rendezvous. That swim was 
the most exhausting in Flannery’s 
experience, for he had not counted 
on #, treacherous current below the 
berms, of the river. He was forced to 
hold on to the rope which his men 
were playing from a thicket, and 
when he arrived on the German 
bank he was 75 yards from the ren- 
dezvous, without his weapon, and so 
tired he could hardly crawL 


For half an hour, white and 
naked, like a ghost he prowled the 
hostile bank, but he could not find 
the Frenchman. Suddenly a dark 
figure rose before him, looking 
every bit like a German, and Flan- 
nery thought it was al] up. But the 
man was really a wounded poilu 


who had been captured five days be- 


fore, and, despite two bullets in his 
body and leg, he had crawled every 
night toward the Marne. When it 
came to swimming, he hesitated. He 
had eaten almost nothing in five 
days. 

. Finally Flannery got a rope about 
the Frenchman and himself, got a 
grip on the Frenchman and dragged 
him into the Marne. They made an 
awful splash, and as the Americans 
began pulling away from the oppo 
site shore, the German snipers open- 
ed fire. | 

“Two years later,” says Flannery, 
“we landed on the American side.” 


WHEN’ FLANNERY 
BLUSHED. 


The Germans fired on them cross- 
ing, then into the bush on the other 
side; but no sooner was the rescued 
man safe on land again than he got 
down on his knees and, disregarding 
the bullets, began to.thank Flan- 
nery. He kissed Flannery on both 
cheeks, kissed his hands and made 


the American fee] generally more 
uncomfortable than he had ever 
been in battle. 3 

“That was funny enough,” Fian- 
nery told me, “but the funniest thing 
happened afterwards. I got an or 
der to report to General the 
next afternoon. Well, I did. I found 
my major there, and he shook hands 
with me. Then my general arrived, 
and he shook hands with me. Then 
the correspondents arrived, and they 
shook hands with me. ‘Say, what’s 
all this about? I asked them. ‘Don’t 
you know you're going to get deco- 
rated?’ they said. ‘And what’s all 
this?” I asked them, because there 
was a company of French troops on 
one side of the field, and a compary 
of Americans on the other, and flags 
and a band and lots of other things. 

“Then up comes my colonel and 
shakes hands with me, and after- 
wards the French general arrived 
and stands in front of me and pulls 
out a long sword and holds it in his 
hand and began making a speech to 
me. ) 

“I didn’t understand a word, but 
every time he said something em- 
phatic he shook the sword violently, 
and the point of it wasn’t more than 
two inches from my nose, and I was 
afraid I’d get cut all the time. And 
then—well, then he pinned this cross 
on me, and then—well, I almost 
cried, for I began thinking of my 
wife back home in Pittsburg, and 
my little baby whom I hadn’t seen 
since she was 4 days old, and I 
thought how happy they would be— 

In mid-July, however, he received 
the following: 

“The commander-in-chief has 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross to First Lieutenant Walter R. 
Flannery, attached to the —th Infan- 
try, for the following gallantry: 

“At great peril to his life on the 
night of June 3, 1918, he voluntarily 
swam the River Marne near Sauvig- 
ny, France, and brought back a 
wounded French soldier, who, having 
escaped from his German captors, 
was unable to return to his own 
lines. 

“As soon as an additional supply 
of crosses is received from the war 
department the cross for Lieutenant 
Flannery will be forwarded. 


“By order of General Pershing.” 


On July 18 the Franco-American 
counter offensive from south of Sois- 
sons to*Reims forced the German 
retreat from the Marne. Before his 
men crossed, Lieutenant Flannery 
rowed across in a boat, made: sure 
of a safe landing, then led his men 
across, the first of this American 
unit to begin the pursuit of the en- 
emy. 

In August, when Flannery crossed 
the Marne for the purpose of going 
over the battle with me, foot by foot, 
bath literally and figuratively, the 
Germans were at least 25 kilometers 
further to the north and Flannery 
was in a very happy mood. He 
went along the road from Connigis 
to Crezancy, shell pitted and cam- 
ouflaged, and when we came to the 
chateau at Crezancy, Flannery’s 
happiness vanished. 

“I buried my second lieutenant 
right here in the garden of this 
chateau,” he said. 


TALES 
OF HEROISM. 


At Fossoy we were in his sector, 
and he had many heroic tales to 
tell me, how his runners braved 
death every hour of the battle, how 
Sergeant Seagraves fought three 
German machine gunners with rifle 
and bayonet, and finally strangled 
the third, how Sergeant Henry Otto 


was buried by a shell up to his neck, 


| but dug himself out and went back 
‘into the fight,show the engineers 
‘built a bridge under bombardment 


and how his company crossed under 
shellfire and aeroplane attack. 

Late that night we got, back to the 
piece of woods which Lieutenant 
Flannery calls home just now, and 
where he has a shelter half to pro 
tect him from the rain which has 
begun falling copiously in August, 
and a blanket to sleep on. His bed- 
ding roll was scattered over Fossoy 
by a German shell. We had fried 
meat, mashed potatoes and coffee 
for dinner, nothing more. That wag 
a feast for men who had lived for 
days on canned beef and hard tack, 
and no one was grumbling now. 

After dinner Flannery showed me 
the pictures of his wife and baby. 
There was one of little Harriet for 
almost every week since April, and 
he expects another in every letter 
from home. 

“They say I promised the baby a 
medal when [I left Pittsburg,” said 
Flannery, “but that’s just say. But 
I've got one for her now, yes, and 
one for the frau, too, and the palm 
for mother.”
